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THE UTE AGREEMENT. 
SECRETARY KIRKWOOD ASSURES THE CHIEFS 
OF FAIR TREATMENT BUT REFUSES TO 
ANNUL THE BARGAIN. 

Wasurtnoron, March 10.—There was an 
interesting conference held to-day at the In- 
terior Department between Secretary Kirk- 
wood anda delegation of Ute Indians, who 
have recently arrived here from Colorado. 
The Colorado delegation in Congress was pres- 
ent and participated in the conference. The 
Indians cleimed that in the recent agreement 
made with them, only the mountains and min- 
eral lands in the State of Colorado, and not 
the valley —— were ceded to the United 
States, and asked that the agreement be set 
aside. It appears that the agreement was 
duly signed by all the chiefs and head men 
and their families, and that, according to its 
terms, the Indians agreed to settle at the junc- 


tion of the Grand and Gunnison Rivers, pro- 
vided that suitable lands in sufficient quantity 
could be found at the locality specified or in 
its immediate vicinity; and failing to find 


sufficient land of suitable character there, 
they were to go to Utah. After the Indians 
bad made their statement, Secretary Kirk- 
wood informed them that it was clear to 
him that they had signed the agreement 
with a full understanding of its scope 
and meaning; that they had recoived the 
money due them under its stipulations, and 
that it was impossible to revise it now. The 
agreement would be carried out ina liberal 
spirit, and if better lands could be found in 
Utah than existed in Colorado, the Indians 
would be moved to that Territory. The Sec- 
retary said it was clear to him that the com: 
mission had a large discretion under the terms 
of the agreement, and he assured the Indians 
that that disc retion would be wisely and 
justly exercised. The United States, how- 
ever, would insist upon a relinquishment 
of the lands the Indians had agreed to 
convey, and it would also see that the Indians 
found good lands in either Colorado or Utah. 

tis clear that under the terms of the agree- 
ohn the Indians can be sent to Utah, and as 
better pastoral lands can be found in that Ter- 
ritory than in the vicinity of the junction of 
the Grand and Gunnison Rivers, it seems to be 
conceded thet the Indians will be sent there. 
While Secretary Kirkwood explained his de- 
termination to enforce the agreement to the 
letter, he also explained that he would keep 
its spirit in mind, and see that the Indians 
should obtain as good homes as those they had 
surrendered.

THE TREASURY AND THE BANKS. 

NO DECISION YET RENDERED—A STATE- 
MENT OF THE SURRENDERED CIRCULA- 
TION. 

Wasutnecton, March 10.—Senator Sher- 
man was inconference with Secretary Win- 
com at the Treasury Department to-day. 
Although the nature of the conference is 
unknown, it presumed to kavo had 
reference to the pending national bank ques- 
tion. A statement has been made thata syn- 
dicate of New-York bankers have informed 
the Secretary of their willingness to carry the 
maturing debt at 3 per cent. after the date of 
option for the payment shall have arrived. 
Inquiries made at the Treasury Department 
this morning elicited replies which show that 
no such proposition has been received, and if 
it should be made, it would not be practicable. 
Assistant Secretary Upton says it would not 
be possible to comply with such a proposition. 
A large number of letters and telegrams have 
been received by Treasury officers to-day 
from person directly and indirectly interested 
in the national bank question. They all contain 
inquiries as to the probable nature of the de- 
cision to be rendered by the Secretary, and 
especially request prompt notification when 
the decision is reached. Those of the authors of 
such communications who have been answered 
have invariably been informed that it is impos- 
sible to say what the decision will be; that the 
subject is under the exclusive consideration 
of Secretary Windom, and that until his de- 
cision is announced no information can be had. 
The following is the text of section 4 of the 
act approved June 20, 1874, entitled ‘‘ An act 
fixing the amount of United States notes, pro- 
viding for a redistribution of the national 
bank circulation and for other purposes,’”’ from 


which the regulations of the department rela- 
tive to the retirement of circulation and with- 
drawal of bonds were derived: 

Section 4. That any association organized un- 
der this act, or any of the acts of which this is an 
amendment, desiring to withdraw its circulating 
notes, in whole or in part, may, upon the deposit 
of lawful money with the Treasurer of the United 
States in sums of not less than $9,000, take up the 
bonds which said association has on deposit 
with the Treasurer for the _ security of 
such circulating notes, which bonds shall be 
assigned to the bank in the manner specified in the 
nineteenth section of the National Bank act; and 
the outstanding notes of said association to an 
amount equal to the legal-tender notes deposited 
shall be redeemed at the Treasury of the United 
States and destroyed as now provided by law, pro- 

vided that the amount of the bonds on deposit for 
circulation shall not be reduced below $5vu,000. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The following 
tabular statement shows the amount of na- 
tional bank circulation surrendered from Feb. 
19 to March 5, both dates inclusive, under sec- 
tion 4, act of June 20, 1874. The statement is 
made by States, and in addition to the amount 
of circulation surrendered also shows the num- 
ber of banks in each State that reduced circu- 
lation:

GEN. BRADY’ S WEAK DEFENSE. 

HIS LAME ATTEMPT TO DISCREDIT MINDs’s 
AFFIDAVIT—THE HISTORY OF ROUTE NO. 
39,109. 

WasHInGton, March 10.—In the Wash- 
ington papers of to-day Assistant Postmaster- 
General Brady publishes a statement, in which 
he attempts to reply to the affidavit made by 
Jerome J. Hinds and published in THe Times 
of yesterday. Gen. Brady rehearses the old 
charges made against Hinds several years ago, 
ot which he was honorably acquitted by the 
jury that tried the case. But it is a suffi- 
cient answer to Mr. Brady’s attempt to impeach 
Hinds, to say that Mr. Brady knew all about 
Hinds at the time he was transacting business 
for him as a star route contractor, and it 
would have been better if Gen. Brady had 
availed himself of this knowledge of Hinds’s 
character at ibat time, instead of waiting until 
his official integrity was impeached by Hinds’s 
testimony. One of the persons from whom 
Gen. Brady received a letter, which he pub- 
lished as part of his defense, is Cornelius 
Cosgrove, who was one of his favor- 
ite contractors. In March, 1878, Cos- 
grove was given route No. 39,109, from 
Las Vegas to Las Cruces, the contract 
price being $14,900. This contract was in- 
creased and expedited until the pay was raised 
to $91,414. To secure this increase, Cosgrove 
gave R. C. Kerns drafts on his pay, running 
the whole contract term, for about $56,000. 
Stephen B. Elkins and Kerns are one and the 
same person in this transaction. Cosgrove be- 
came dissatisfisd with the arrangement with 
Kerns and Eikins, and on Sept. 20, 1879, madea 


sub-contract with M. Cosgrove, a relative, for 
$91,211. This sub-contract was in accordance 
with Jaw, but it cut out the Kerns and Elkins 
drafts, and on Oct. 21 the sub-contract was or- 
dered to be revoked at the Post Office Depart- 
ment. No reasons are assigned on the record 
for the revocation of this contract, but the 
Contract Clerk says that it was revoked be- 
cause it was made subsequent to the drafts 
given Kerns. When the publication of the 
facts in connection with these star routes 
was made in THE Times, during December, 

1879, which led to an investigation by the 
House, the safety of the ring made it necessary 
that Cosgrove should be satisfied, and a settle- 
ment was agreed upon based’ on a letter 
written by Cosgrove from St. Louis, dated 
Dec. 10, 1879. It was generally under- 
stood at the time that Cosgrove re- 
ceived only $56,000 for his services as con- 
tractor, and that $35 ,000 was paid to the per- 
sons who succeeded in having route No. 39,109 
increased and expedited. Mr, Brady also pub-

HONORING COL. JAMES. 
THE NEW POSTMASTER-GENERAL SERENADED 
BY THE NEW-YORK DELEGATION. 

Wasnineton, March 10.—The New-York 
delegation, under the leadership of the Hon. A. 
M. Clapp, and accompanied by the Marine 
Band, tendered a serenade to Postmaster-Gen- 
eral James at the Arlington Hotel to-night. 
Mr. James, in a brief speech, thanked the dele- 
gation for the compliment. He paid a high 
tribute to President Garfield, and referred brief- 
ly to the important duties which the Adminis- 
tration bad been pleased to lay upon him. He 


assured his friends that he would use every 
effort to bring credit upon the Empire State 
by the proper administration of the affairs of 
his department. The Pcstmaster-General was 
followed by Representative Van Voorhis, 
of New-York; ex-Postmaster-General May- 
nard, the Hon. Warner Miller, and the 
Hon. Stewart L. Woodford, in the or- 
der named. These gentlemen referred to 
the appointment of Mr. James as 
Postmaster-General in complimentary terms, 
and declared that that gentleman is universal- 
ly recognized as *‘ the best Post Office man in 
this country, if not in the world.” Ex-Post- 
master-General Maynard congratulated the 
country on the appointment of Mr. James as 
his successor, and spoke of him as being better 
fitted for the position he now occupies than any 
other man of his acquaintance,

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, March 10, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $148,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $316,424 45, and from Customs $678,934 63. 

It is understood that Gen. Judson Kilpatrick, 
of New-Jersey, willsoon be appointed Minis- 
ter to Chili. 

The members of the diplomatic corps called 
and paid their respects to President Garfield at 
2P. M. to-day. 

The Treasury Department to-day purchased 
90,000 ounces of fine silver for delivery at the 
New-Orleans Mint. 

Secretary Lincoln arrived in the city to-day 
and qualified as Secretary of War. He did not, 
however, visit the War Department, 
assume charge at 9 o'clock to-morrow. 

The Treasury Department to-d ordered 
the transfer of $5,188,251 gold bullion 
the New-York Assay Office to the Philadelphia 
Mint for coinage into eagles and half-eagles. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon a reception was 
given at the White House to the members of 


the diplomatic corps and the ladies of their 
families. President and Mrs. Garfield were 
assisted by Secretary and Mrs. Blaine, ex- 
Secretary and Mrs. Evarts and Mrs. Sheldon. 
The diplomatic corps was fully yr perpes. 
and all the members of both the oid and the 
new Cabinets, with ladies, were in attendance. 
The reception occupied about an hour. 

Among the prominent positions to which ap- 
pointments will probably be made by Presi- 
dent Garfield is that of Commissioner of Agri- 
culture. There are many names mentioned in 
connection with the position, among which 
are those of Dr. Felton, of Georgia; Mr. Le 
Duc, the present incumbent; Mr. Carman, the 
present Chief Clerk of the department, and 
Dr. Loring, of Massachusetts. The latter is re- 
commended by the New- England Agricultural 
Society, the Farmers’ Club of the American 
Institute of New-Y ork, and many local socie- 
ties in New-England. Dr. Felton is said to 
have strong support in the South. 

The following announcement has been made 
by the Department of State: ‘‘ Proposals will 
be received at the Department of State up to 
12 o’clock noon of the Ist day of May, 1881, for 
the erection of a monument to mark the birth- 
place of George Washington, in pursuance of 
the joint resolution of Congress approved. the 
26th of February, 1881. Such proposals shall 
state the sum for which said monument will be 
constructed and completed in accordance with 
the plans and specifications, which may be seen 
and inspected by bidders at the Dep yartment of 
State after the 15th inst. The Secretary of 
State reserves the right to reject any or all 
bids offered, without regard to the amount 
stated in the proposals or any of them.” 

Charles D. Gilmore, an attorney and claim 
agent of this city, whose practice consists 
mainly of Interior Department cases, brought 


suit to-day in the District Circuit Court against 
Carl Schurz, ex-Secretary of the Interior, for 
$200,000 damages s, upon the alleged ground that 
Schurz, without any just cause, disbarred 
him from practice in the Department 
of the Interior in April last, and thus 
broke up a legal business whose profits 
Gilmore estimates at $40,000 per annum. 
The disbarment of Gilmore was the result of 
an investigation in which, as alleged, it ap- 
peared that Gilmore had been bribing one of 
the clerks of the Land Office. In his complaint 
Gilmore denies tbat he was ever guilty of any 
dishonest, fraudulent, or improper act. Among 
the important legal questions raised by the 
case are whether an executive officer has a 
right to disbar an attorney, and whether, if 
the right exists, the officer is liable for dam- 
ages when the power is improperly exercised.

COL. JAMES’S ACCOUNTS AUDITED. 

WasuHineton, March 10.—The accounts 
of Thomas L. James, late Postmaster at New- 
York City, were rendered to Sixth Auditor 
McGrew on the morning after Mr. James as- 
sumed the duties of Postmaster-General. They 


were audited and adjusted within 24 hours af- 
ter their receipt, and found to be correct toa 
cent. The Auditor has informed the sureties 
on Mr. James's bond of the satisfactory settle- 
mentand of their complete release from all re- 
sponsibility. Mr. James ceased to be Postmas- 
ter at New-York on the 6th inst., and became 
Postmaster-General on the 7th inst.

THE MINNESOTA SENATORSHIP. 

Sr. Pauxt, Minn., March 10.—The Sena- 
torial problem is still unsolved so far as the 
public has any positive knowledge, but it is 
generally understood in well-advised political 


circles that Gov. Pillsbury has fully resolved 
to appoint Gen. A. J. Edgerton, of Dodge 
County, a native of New-York, who has been 
identitied with the political history of Minne- 
sota as a Democrat, Granger, and Republican 
for 20 years. The appointment will be a pure- 
ly personal one, if it is made, and there seems 
little doubt about it. 
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NOMINATIONS BY FUSIONISTS. 
Aveusta, March 10.—The Fusionists of 
their caucus last night, dropped the names of 
Plaisted, Anderson, and Talbot, and nomi- 


nated as a candioate for United States Sena- 
tor, R. A. Frye, of Bethel. Mr. Frye was 
formerly Probate Judge of Oxford County, 
and has filled other offices.

FATHER PURCELL'’S KINDNESS. 
CrncINNATI, March 10.—A singular story of 
disinterestedness was developed in a case decided 
in the Superior Court this afternoon, against the 
plaintiff. It was the suit of Eliza Conahan 
to recover $70,000 of Archbishop J. B. 


Purcell, the late Father Edward  Pur- 
cell, and J. B. Mannix, Assignee. On his 
death-bed Charles Conahan confessed to Father 
Edward Purcell that he was imsolvent. This con- 
fession was kept in sacred confidence. Father Ed- 
ward assumed the debts, paid them, maintained 
the widow and family, bid in tne stock at 
the settlement of the estale, and kept up 
his kind services until his assignment. 
The testimony in the trial was the first 
revelation, made to the widow or the outside 
world, that Mr. Charles Conahan was insolvent. 
Father Edward managed to remit the widow 
money through Mr. Woods, a large shareholder of 
the stock company in which Mr. Conahan did busi- 
ness, so that she thought it came from her hus- 
band’s estate.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THE ENFORCEMENT OF THE IRISH 
COERCION LAW. 

HOW THE PRISONERS ARE TREATED—A NEW 
POLICY SUGGESTED TO THE PARNELL- 
ITES—DR. PLAYFAIR’S CONDUCT—THE 
ARMS BILL TO BE PASSED TO-DAY. 

Dousuin, March 10.—A warrant has been 
issued for the arrest of Patrick Nally, brother 
of John Nally, who was arrested yesterday. 

The prisoners in Kilmainham Jail are al- 
lowed to meet in the common room and con- 
verse freely for six hours daily. 

Only four more prisoners have been logded in 
Kilmainham Jail. One is lodged in the Cork 
Jail who will be brought to Dublin on Friday. 

TRALEE, March 10.—The Police here hold a 
number of warrants, and the arrest of mem- 
bers of the Tralee Central Land League is mo- 
mentarily expected. 

Lonpon, March 10.—The News says: ‘‘In 
view of the conclusion of the debates on the 
Coercion bill the extreme Liberals have pressed 
a new policy on the attention of the Parnell- 
ites. It is proposed that, by studiously moder- 
ate opposition in Committee of Supply, the 
Home Rulers should endeavor to obliterate the 
strong feeling prevailing against their conduct 
in England. ‘his accomplished, in the event 
of the Land bill not being thoroughly satisfac- 
tory, certain Liberals will undertake to parti- 
cipate in an appeal to public opinion in the 
provinces.”’ 

The conduct of Dr. Lyon Playfair, Deputy 
Speaker of the House of Commons, in the 
House on Tuesday night, cannot be raised as a 
question of privilege, and Mr. O’Donnell, 
therefore, submitted an amendment on the 
House going into Committee of Supply, chal- 
lenging the decision of Dr. Playfair. 

The London correspondent of aGlasgow paper 
says: ‘* Dr. Playfair has resigned the Chairman- 
ship of the Ways and Means Committee, prin- 
cipally in consequence of the unpleasantness 
relative to the suspension of Mr. O’Donnell.”’ 
This announcement is possibly premature, but 
there has been much dissatisfaction with Dr. 
Playfair since the introduction ot the new 
rules in the House of Commons. 

Mr. Gladstone’s motion, of which he gave 
notice yesterday, that after 10 o’clock to-night 
any amendment to the Arms bill shall be put 
forthwith, was carried this afternoon in the 
House of Commons by a vote of 547 to 50. 

The House to-night resumed the considera- 
tion of the Arms bill as amended. Mr. 
Callan, Liberal member for Louth, moved 
a new clause, that the authorities shall 
grant licenses to carry arms to 
such occupiers of agricultural holdings as shall 
produce certificates signed by two Justices of 
the county, that they are fit to have such 
licenses. The clause was agreed to and added 
to the bill. After some further discussion, 
the hour of 10 o’clock having arrived, Mr. 
Gladstone’s resolution that the remaining 
amendments be put to vote forthwith, came 
into operation. he Speaker then put the re- 
maining amendments. The report of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole on the Arms bill was 
adopted, and the third reading of the bill was 
fixed for Friday. 

Lonpon, March 11.—The Standard says the 
report that ‘Dr. Playfair intends to resign the 
Chairmanship of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee is untrue.

Lonpon, March 10.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Sir Charies Dilke, Under 
Foreign Secretary, replying to a question by 
Sir Henry Wolff, said there had been no cor- 
respondence recently with the United States 
respecting interoceanic communication. The 
subject, he said, was receiving the Govern- 
ment’s careful attention, although it would at 
present be premature to take any action in the 
matter.

tanding as to the execution of this treaty in

WISCONSIN’S NEW SENATOR ELECTED—THE 
DISAPPOINTMENT OF THE INDEPENDENTS. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 10.—The elec- 
tion of Angus Cameron to serve out the re- 
mainder of the late Senator Carpenter’s term, 
which was accomplished at Madison to-day, 
is not accepted as gracefully as would have 
been the case under different circumstances. 
The Independents feel their defeat keenly, and 
are not disposed to bow in meek submission to 
‘** Bossism’’ and political schemers. Severai 
of the mildest-mannered men in the capital, 
including Senators Crosby, Wiley, and Mc- 
Keeley, are emphatic in their denunciation of 
the alleged traitors to the Independent cause, 
and propose to undertake an investigation 
into the charges made of corruption and brib- 
ery. Several very serious rumors are afloat. 
One is that a member of Assembly has sudden- 
ly been able to discharge a mortgage of $1,500 
on his homestead. Another is said to have 
been promised a Senatorial nomination in one 
of the south-western districts. Itis not the 
purpose of the investigators to do anything 
which will cause Cameron trouble in taking 
his seat, but they propose, if possible, to ascer- 
tain the truth or falsity of the reports. Some 
of the more aggressive propose to begin a 
regular war upon the traitors, and make them 
objects of complete ostracism. Cameron’s 


friends prepared a resolution inviting the 
Senator-elect to address the joint convention, 

but failed to introduce it, ascertaining in ad- 
vance that the Independents would defeat such 
The latter said they were mourn- 
ers at a marriage feast, and did not propose to 
be as ceereees bya speech from Mr. Cameron. 

The closing day yesterday of the struggle for, 
the nomination for United States Senator 
was one of great excitement here, and ended 
in the selection of ex-Senator Angus Cameron 
by 51 votes to 49 for Jonathan Bowman, the 

candidate of the anti- Regency League and of 
the anti-monopolists. The nomination was 
made unanimous, and Mr. Cameron has ac- 
cepted, Until 9 o’clock lastnight the opposing 
factions, Cameron and anti-Cameron, were so 
closely matched that the utmost efforts 
were made to capture the doubtful votes. 
The whole force of Cameron’s immense 
lobby was brought to bear to break 
down the opposition, and many reports 
of corruption are current. It accomplished 
its end by creating the impression that the. 
monopolists were looking for a new candidate. 
This bait was eagerly seized by the friends of 
Congressman Williams and Congressman 
Hazelton. When the break was effected, the 
Cameron men came back into the fold, swing- 
ing the loose ends of the league with them, 
and the 10 votes necessary to nominate werd 
easily secured. ‘The sensation of the day was. 
the withdrawal of E. W. Keyes. The an- 
nouncement caused great excitement and sur-: 
prise. The anti-Cameron men werein caucus. 
and were voting, as usual, without making 
any headway. 20 ballots being taken to 
no purpose. The anti-monopolists reasoned 
with Mr. Keyes, explaining that the opposition. 
could not unite as long ashe remained in the 
field, and that it was necessary,,to consummate, 
the defe eat of the Regency, for him to with- 
draw. After deliberating a moment Mr. 
Keyes acknowledged the force of their reason- 
ing, and told his friends no longer to consider 
him a candidate. The anti-monopolists im- 
mediately reassembled, and before adjourning 
took upward of 60 ballots. Mr. Dixon tried 
bard to gain votes, but was unsuccessful. Then 
the name of Jonathan Bowman was suggested, 
and on the ballot he had 48 votes outof a total. 
of 538. Efforts to make the nomination unani- 
mous were unavailing, anda few of the anti- 
Cameron men, residing in Hazelton’s district, 
angrily left the caucus. The wildest confusion 
prevailed when the conference was declared 
adjourned. Heavy bets were made on Bow- 
man, and much money changed hands. 

Soon after the members again went into. 
joint caucus, and Mr. Cameron was elected. 
There is more or less feeling over the result. 
A dispatch from prominent Republicans of 
Milwaukee predicts a serious breach in the Re- 
publican Party in the State as the outcome of 
this action. ‘The same politicians who secured 
Sawyer’s election six weeks ago have pushed 
Cameron through. The party is now divided 
into what are called monopoly and anti-mon-' 
opoly factions, and unless the trouble is hap-- 
piuly smoothed over a serious breach is looked 
for in the State election next Fall.

MAKING AND CONGRATULATION—SET- 
TLING DOWN TO BUSINESS AGAIN—THE 
ACOUSTICS FOUND DEFICIENT. 

ALBany, March 10.—The Senate held its 
first session in the new chamber this evening. 
The galleries, as weilas all the available space 
on the floor of the chamber, were filled with 
ladies and gentlemen. Among the spectators 
was ex-Senator James A. Bell,- from Jef- 
ferson County, who took the initiatory 
step for the building of a new Capitol, 
in 1863, by offering 2 _ resolution 
on April 14 of that year directing the Trustees 
of the old Capitol and the Committee on Pub- 


lic Buildings to procure plans for a new Cap- 
itol. The Senators were escorted to their new 
quarters at 8 o'clock by the Assembly ina 
body, headed by Speaker Sharpe. After they 
had taken their seats, Mr. Sharpe advanced to 
the front of the President’s desk and addressed 
the Lieutenant-Governor as follows: 

It gives the members of the Assembly much pleas- 
ure to escort the Senators to their new quarters. 

Lieut.-Gov. Hoskins said, in reply: 

The Senate returns thanks to the Assembly fot 
their courtesy in escorting us to our new home. 

Prayer by Chaplain Halley followed, after 
which Lieut.-Gov. Hoskins, Pr esident, of the 
Senate, said: = 

Senators: Sixteen years ago this ‘Winter the 
Legislature of this State passed a law for the erec- 
tion of a new Capitol, and fixed its location at the 
city of Albany. As the result of that enactment, 
the people have from time to time provided the 
necessary funds to build and furnish this massive, 
imposing structure in which we are assembled. We 
meet this day for the first time in the chamber de- 
signed for the future use and occupancy of the 
Senators of the great State of New-York. 
Senators, in behalf of the New Capitol 
Commissioners, and as the presiding officer of this 
body, I welcome you to this, your new chamber. 
Although not completed in all its parts, lacking 
much of ornamentationas designed by the Com- 

missionersand architects, yet I trust you will find 
it pleasant and comfortable, and that ‘tt and all its 
surroundings and appointments may commend 
themselves to your good judgment, meet your 
just expectations, and win your approval. _ For 
the year just past I have been so 
and closely connected with the construction cand 
finish of this chamber and its surroundings that it 
is not proper for me to speak in the terms of com- 
mendation I otherwise would. But I trust I may 
be permitted to say that for permanence, beauty, 
and pleasing effect I believe its superior cannot be 
found in any public building within the borders of 
the United States, or even in the wide world 

Senator Fowler said: 

“It is perhaps but proper that I shonid voice 
feeling of the Senators in thanking 
for escorting us to our new quarters.”’ 

Gen. Sharpe, in the chair, called upon the 
gentleman from Onondaga, who made a very 
~~ py address. 

senator McCarthy, Chairman of the mance 
Committee of the Senate, said when he came 
into the Senate, six years ago, he was op- 
posed to this naw Capitol Building, but the 
more he learned of the new building—and he 
.proceeded to study it at once—the more he 
saw the need forit. As man had advanced in 
scivilization he had advanced in the arts and 
sciences, and this noble building was a glory 
not only to the people of the Empire State, 
but of the world. This Capitol was a monu- 
ment to show to those who came after them 
that they felt their responsibilities and duties, 
and that they kept pace with the growth of the 
arts and sciences. 

Gen. Husted said he rea 
expression the lines, *‘ A thing of beauty isa 
joy forever,” He "had never seen a moré 
beautiful room than this. He said that he was 
one of the first iezislators to vote for an ap- 
propriation for this building, and he rejoiced 
to see the stately edifice which sheltered them 
to-night. 

Senator Woodin said hse congratulated the 
{Senate and the people of the State upon the 
Senate’s having at last reached the quarters 
intended for them. 

Mr. Brooks was next called upon. He said 
he was glad to see his fellows of the Senate 
face to face. It was seldom they met, he said, 
unless to elect a Regent of the University 
or a United States Senator. He recalled 
with pleasure the time he served in the 
Senate in 1854, 1845, 1856, and 1857 as Senator 
from the Sixth District. The Ste ite had greatly 
grown since then. In spite of comme reial and 

— opposition from other State S, this 
Ranke State showed a stalwart growth. He 
could not defend much of the extravagance he 
saw on every hand in the new Capitol. He 
regretted that the Capitol Commissioners had 
se nt to foreign countries for marbles and 
woods to adorn its rcoms and ceilings, for our 

State and country, he said, could furnish each 
-of these articies in abundance. 

At the close of the congratulations between 
the members of the two houses the Assembly- 
men retired to their own chamber, and the 
Senate took up the regular Legislative business. 
The Judiciary Committee reported favorably 
the bill to alow Judges of the Supreme Court 
who are removed on account of illness = in- 
ability to perform duties to continue to draw 
a portion of their salaries until the expiration of 
the terms for which they were elected. The 
Lieutenant-Governor presented the toll-sheet 
agreed upon by the “Canal Board for 1881. 
It is the same as last year’s toll-sheet, with the 
exception that western bound freight is al- 
lowed to gofree, and Syracuse salt pays no 
toll in whatever direction transported... The 

Canal Board, however, reserves the right in 
.case of emergency to restore the tolls on both 
western bound freight and salt. 

Senator Halbert introduced the first bill in 
the new chamber, providing for an amend- 
ment in the charter of Binghamton. Mr. 
Le yagi introduced a bill amenc jing the’ charter 

the Metropolitan Transit “Comp: any— 
Swain’ $ three-tier road—so as to permit two 
engineers to make surveys instead of three. 
Mr. Eidman, from the Committee on Grievan- 
ces, reported a bill printed in the Greek lan- 
guage. The Clerk, being called upen to re 

said that, so far as he c could make 
rr it was a bill for the manufacture of Bo- 
logna sausages. The President declared it te 
be not in order. A resolution was a dopted au- 
thorizing the Superintendent of the Capitol te 
sell the “desks, chairs, and other furniture of 
the old chamber, and "place the receipts to the 
credit of the New Capitol fund. The Senate 
; then adjourned. 

Tne proceedings in the new chamber 4e- 
veloped the fact that it is very deficient in 
acoustic properties, although not in so great a 
degree as the Assembly Chamber. The room 
is altogether too large for the Senate, and com- 
plaint was several times made by Senators 
that they were unable to hear their colleaguez 
on the opposite side of the chamber.

No one in_ the po ct he of the 
State—unless it be the orderlies of the Capitol 
Building, who appear to lead a miserable ex- 
istence in the emdeavor to kill time—finds it so 
difficult to get occupation tuat is congenial as 
the Assemblyman. Mr. Brodsky, who last 
week offered a resolution calling for two ses- 
sions aay, called up the resolution this morn- 
ing, and having said that he did not regard it 
necessary to have two sessions daily just yet, 
allowed the resolution to go through after it 
had’ been amended so as to call for daily ses- 
sions of four hours each, beginning at 10 o’clock 
instead of 11, as now. 

There was an exhilarating breeze about a 
report from the Public Health Committee. 
This committee had charge of a bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Andrews requiring the manu- 
facturers of patent medicines to print a list of 
the ingredients of which their nostrums are 
composed upon labels to be affixed to them, 
A petition accompanying this bill, to which 
attention has been called in THE TIMES, was 
signed by some of the most eminent physi- 
cians in the City of New-York. Without hear- 
ing anybody for or against the bill, the com- 
mittee reported it adversely. Mr. Andrews 
moved to disagree with the report, and asked 
that the bill be recommitted to give persons an 
opportunity to be heard. This was op- 
posed by Dr. Fenner, the Chairman, 
who, it is said, deals in_ proprietary 
medicines, by Mr. Hickman and Mr. Hurd, re- 

resenting Dr. Ray V. Pierce’s district, and by 
Mr. Husted, who comes fromthe district in 
which Brandreth’s pills are manufactured, Dr. 
Fenner thought if would be worth while to 
consider the proposition if complaint had been 
made by persons who had used medicines and 
suffered injury from them, but the mere fact 
that 106 doctors in New-York had demanded 
it was insufficient cause for approving it. Mr. 
Husted said the bill had been in the Legisla- 
ture several times and had every time suffered 
the same fate, Whether the Assembly was 
convinced that that was a good reason for kill- 
ing it or not can only be surmised from the re- 
sult. The House reiused to disagree with the 
report of the committee and the bill was re- 
jected. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Brooks, and pro- 
viding that all death sentences by hanging 
shall be carried out in State prisons, met with 
a fatal blow. It had been we in general orders 
twice before, and when taken up to-day an 
amendment, offered by Mr. Phillips, proposing 
the abolition of the death penalty was pend- 
ing. This was discussed at length, and other 
points were brought out as the discussion pro- 
ceeded. The House tired of the talk at last 
and progressed the bill, with an amendment 
pending which provided that each county 
should pay the expenses of its own hangings. 
It was not until the bill had been fully discussed 
that Mr. Husted made a. determined attack 
upon it. Speaking for Sing Sing, he utterly 
objected to making that place one in which 
all the hangings should be carried out, and in 
obedience to the well-known wishes of his con- 
stituents he moved to strike out the enacting 
tlause. His motion was agreed to bya decis- 
ive vote, and in the House the bill was re- 
jected upon a call of the yeas and nays. 

The Assembly never tires of discussions upon 
the question of convict labor. Mr. Waring’s 
bill prohibiting further contracts for the manu- 
facture of hats in prisons was reached in gen- 
eral orders, and all the old speeches against the 
employment of convicts were repeated. In 
the course ot the discussion to-day it was seen 
that there was difference of opinion, governed 
a great deal by locality. Mr, Waring was 
not willing to have his bill amended, and 
ne was obliged to seo it so _ tinkered 
that at last it was in such shape that one could 
scarcely tell whether it only prohibited con- 
victs from making hats, boots and shoes, 
stoves, brushes, cigars, and collars and cuffs, 
or whether it absolutely required that convicts 
should be maintained in idleness. It cameinto 
the House at a very late hour, loaded down 
with amendments, which were all adopted on 
a roli-call, and then a motion was made to 
order it toa third reading. Men voted with 
glaring inconsistency, and by such a close divi- 
sion that the bill was only ordered to a third 
reading by a vote of 53 to 52. 

Mr, Ebenezer 8. Crapser, who has not dis- 
guised his animosity to the Speaker, and who 
has burned with the desire to do something un- 
pleasant toward him, introduced a resolution 
calling for an investigation to see whether the 
report is true that some of the _ere of 
the Assembly are drawing pay and not 
performing the duties for which they were 
appointed. The Speaker put the question 
on this resolution, and although the vote was 
emphatically against Mr. Crapser, the resolu- 
tion was declared carried. The Speaker then 
requested that Mr. Crapser should name four 
of the five men to be appointed on the com- 
mittee. Mr. Crapser is said to have reference 
to a deputy clerk, of whom it has been said 
that he never appears here, and hires another 
man to do his work at $500, while his pay is 
$1,500 for the session, and further on the re- 
port that the Librarian of the Assembly has 
not been present attending to his duties for 
more than a week altogether during the nine 
weeks of the session. 

Mr. Draper’s bill to regulate the investments 
and losses of insurance companies doing busi- 
ness in this State, and providing for the credit 
to be given for special deposits by such com- 
panies in other States and countries, provides 
that it shall not be lawful for such companies 
to invest in, or loan fupon, the stock or other 
evidence of indebtedness of any insurance com- 
pany, or to renew any loan now made se- 
cured by such collateral. When a state- 
ment is rendered by, or an examination 
made of, anyinsurance company of another 
State of the United States or foreign country 
to the Superintendent of Insurance, no credit 
shali be given to such company for any invest- 
went in a loan upon the stock, scrip, or note of 
any insurance corporation. When any in- 
surance company transacting business in this 
State shall make a deposit in any other State 
or country for the exclusive protection of the 
policy-holders of such other State or country, 
it is made the duty of the Iusurance Superin- 
tendent in all statements to credit the company 
39 depositing with that part of the securities 
pnly that is equal to the liabilities in the State 
or country where the deposit is held. 

Mr. Williams introduced a bill providing 
that all bread shall be made of sound flour or 
meal, andshall besold by weight. Mr. Cohen’s 
bill, which provides that no person under 21 
years of age shall be allowed to run a steam 
elevator for passengers or freight, under a 
penalty of $50, has been here before, Ib was 
then called a “striking bill.” Mr. Tuthill’s 
bill, requiring that persons convicted of crimi- 
nal offenses punishable by confinement.in State 
prisons shall not be sent to penitentiaries, was 
reported favorably, but Messrs. Baker, Moller, 
and Waring dissented from the report.

THE NEW CHAMBER. 
From the Albany Evening Journal, 

The room proper is east and west 54 feet 6 
inches, north and south 87 feet 9 inches, and is 47 
feet Ginches in height. On the east and west are 
galleries, 14 feet from the floor, in openings on the 
main chamber. The wall up tothe galleries is of 
Knoxville marble, and the three arches of Sienna 
marble are supported by columns of polished In- 
vernational Scotch granite, with Knoxville bases 
and capitals. These columns measure 30 inches in 
fiameter. The pedestals are not carved very 
much, but the capitals are very elaborate. no two 
of them being alike. So fine isthe work on one 
that from the flooritlooks like a cluster of sus- 
pended ferns. These capitals are 50 inches deep, 
and are well worth a careful inspection. Be- 
tween these columns, projecting into the room 

bout six inches, and supported by handsome 
bases of carved Knoxvilie marble, are railings 
composed of pilasters of Sienna marble, with 
varved capitals and highly polished, with railings 
bf polished stone. The Sienna marble arches are 
polished also, save along the edges, which are 
parved. Above the arches to the carved oak ceil- 
Ing, which is exquisitely paneled, the wall is tempo- 
tarily painted. The south wall contains three 
windows on the floor and six smaller ones near the 
teiling. Two of those near the floor are of stained 
ylass, while that in the centre is closed _by 

the reredos behind the President’s desk. The 
windows are arched, and the stone moldings are 
pither carved with delicate lace-like forms or pol- 
shed. Above the lower windows are the paneled 
walls of Mexican onyx, for adistance of 12 feet to 
jhe upper windows. The onyx is singularly beau- 
tiful. The panels are 3 feet square and are di- 
rided with convex rails of Sienna marble, which 
makes a fitting contrast. Above the paneling isa 
tourse of carved marble, The wall above the win- 
flows to the ceiling. as wellas the blank spaces on 
pach of the other walls above the arches or wain- 
icoting, is to be covered by a golden frieze, com- 
bosed of embossed lead, with floral and other pat- 
erns. 

The north wall for the space as far up asthe floor 
of the gallery is of the same stone as the rest of the 
toom, and for the 12 feet above has Mexican onyx 
m the panels. Against this wall are Cyclopean fire- 

laces, rising to the top of the onyx facing. These 
Project 18 feet out into the room, are pyramidal in 

esign, and are yet to be carved. tail man can 
walk upright into the cavernous depths of these glo- 
nous recesses. The galleries are entirely faced 
jth Knoxville marble. The settees are of oak, 
plain design. The chandeliers are of bronze, 
corona form, and hang in the galleries in 

e centre of the arches. e wall ets are 

so bronze, in scrolls with repoussé ornaments.

polished and laid in small panels, and present the 
effect when looked at sideways of circular aad 
ings. The President's and Clerk’s desk is of ma- 
hogany, carved and paneled, and similar in de- 
sign to the old Assembly desk. On the front is 
the coat of arms of the State, worked in bold re- 
lief. The Axminster carpet, made in_ Scotland 
especially for this room, has a ground work of 
olive green, with small figures of variegated 
colors. The chairs of the Senators are excellent in 
design. Like those of the reporters, they are of 
.carved mahogany, Thechairs are upholstered in 
red figured leather. On the front of each desk isa 
metal figure, giving the district which the Senator 
represents. The settees for privileged visitors, 
Which occupy the space of the wall between the 
east and west walls, are of mahogany, carved and 
olished, with backs which run up to a height of 10 
eet. They are upholstered with red figured 
leather, which is in contrast to the rest of the 
chamber. The elevators in the sonth section are 
much larger than those on the north, though 
plainer in finfsh. 


THE WARNING TO WHITTAKER. 
———-—»—__—_—— 
AN EXPERT FINDS IT WAS TRACED AS WITH 
PENCIL BEFORE INK WAS USED. 

Specimen No, 27 0f the handwriting of West 
Point Cadets,*which was examined by experts be- 
fore the court of inquiry, and the production of 
which ex-Goy. Chamberlain now demands, was the 
subject of much discussion at the Whittaker court- 
martial yesterday. The Judge-Advocate had 
already decided to produce it, along with others, 
but, when the court was called to order, he stated 
that after consultation with Capt. Sears, in whose 
possession the specimen is, he had discovered that 


the specimen was considered private property, and 
for that reason Capt. Sears was unwilling to de- 
liver it up. Ex-Gov. Chamberlain insisted that the 
court had the right to call for the specimen, and 
read anumber of authorities in support of his po- 
sition. The specimen, he said, was in no sense 
private, except in ownership. It had been pro- 
auced, with a large number of other speci- 
mens of the Cadets’ handwriting, before the 
court of inquiry, and it theu became public. The 
Judge-Advocate asserted that the paper came into 
Mr. Sears’s possession when he was Recorder of 
the court of inquiry, but was never attached to 
the record. Mr. Sears remarked that he had no 
power to surrender the specimen except under an 
order of the court, or by direction of Gen. Howard, 
the Superintendent of West Point. A motion that 
he be requested to produce the specimens num- 
bered from 1 to 30, inasmuch as they were required 
to test the skill of Mr. Hagan, the expert, was 
finally passed by the court. Mr. Hagan then re- 
tired, taking with him specimen No. 27, and the 
others which he was instructed to compare care- 
fully with the note of warning, forming an opinion 
as to whether or not there was any resemblance 
between their chirography and that of the note. 

Stephen de Jossa, a Portuguese barber, through 
an interpreter, testified that on the 6th of March, 
1880, he cut Whittaker’s hairat West Point. He 
was directed by Whittaker to cut it very short on 
top and to leave itlong behind. He did as the 
Cadet desired, although his orders in regard to cut- 
ting the hair of the Cadets were to cut it short be- 
hind and not particularly short on top. Cross-ex- 
amined by Mr. Chamberlain, the witness admitted 
that before the court of inquiryhe did testify as 
follows: ‘* Whittaker told me to cut it short on top 
and not so very short behind,” 

Mr. Albert 8S. Southworth, of Boston, who said 
his occupation consisted in the examination of 
questioned writing, in which he had been engaged 
altogether about 20 years, was the next witness. 
Mr. Southworth read a carefully prepared analysis 
of the handwriting of Whittaker and of that in the 
note of warning and upon itsenvelope. He point- 
ed out in Whittaker’s writings a number of letters 
that occurred in a great variety of forms, and as- 
serted that a microscopic examination of the edges 
of the scrap of paper bearing the note of warning 
established clearly the fact that it was torn froma 
sheet of paper on which Whittaker had commenced 
aletterto his mother. The teeth of the saw-like 
edge of one piece of paper fitted exactly in the 
notches on the edge of the other. The hand- 
writing of the note and that of its envelope were 
evidently affected and unnatural, and the writer 
could neither have been an imitator nora opp. 
There were interwoven in the exhibits of Whit- 
taker’s writing many characteristics of machine 
movement, which were duplicated inthe writing 
of the note and that of its envelope. The witness 
had made a most remarxsable discovery within the 
past six weeks about this note of warning. While ex- 
amining itin the mild light such as engravers use, he 
had detected along its edges and all over its sur- 
face regular indentations and marks, such as would 
be madein writing with a lead-pencil. The mi- 
croscope showed clearly that almost every word in 
the note had been first traced upon its surface as 
if with a lead-pencil, and then an attempt to erase 
the tracings had been made. Although the lead had 
been removed the paths of the pencil remained al- 
most indelibly impressed upon ihe paper. Not- 
withstanding the writer had endeavored with the 
greatest nicety to obliterate the marks they were 
still distinct enough to show to the witness the 
same characteristics possessed by allof Whittaker’s 
handwriting. It was to the witness quite evident 
from this that whoever wrote the note of warning 
had set himself a copy, as it were, in lead-pencil 
upon the same scrap of paper. From this copy 
were drawn the disguised characters that evertu- 
ally appeared in the note. Mr. Southworth assured 
the members of the court that they too could see 
these tracings by a careful study of the note. He 
will continue to-day the further results of his re- 
searches.

Dear Sir: Ata largely attended trade meeting 
of our Exchange, held this day, I was requested to 
call your attention to the inclosed correspondence, 
and especially to the report of a committee repre- 
senting our Exchange who conferred with the 
British Consul at Philadelphia in regard to a = 
emanating from that office stating that hog cholera 
was prevalent to a serious extent in the West, and 
also that the disease known as ‘‘trichina spiralis” 
was on the increase in this country. I need hardly 
add that reports of this nature, if uncontradicted, 
would work serious damage to the export of hog 
products, which ranks third in importance in this 
country, exceeding, in 1880, 1,800,000,000 pounds in 
quantity and $100,000,000in value. In behalf of our 
Exchange and all interested. I most respectfully re- 
quest that you will take such action as the impor- 
tance and magnitude of the interests at stako de- 
mand, to assure foreign Governments that pork 
products manufactured in the United States can be 
consumed with impunity.

TAKING CARE OF SMALL-POX PATIENTS. 

Corporation Counsel De Witt, of Brooklyn, 
at the request of the Mayor of that city has given 
an opinion in relation to the power of the latter 
official to raise funds under the Emergency act for 
a small-pox hospital, and also as to the right of the 
health authorities to remove patients suffering 
from small-pox and other contagious diseases to a 
hospital located outside the city limits, The Corpo- 
ration Counsel advises against raising money under 
the Emergency act for asmall-pox hospital,inasmuch 
as ina population of 500,000 there are only 47 cases 
of small-pox, but recommends that if it is neces- 
sary to enlarge the present small-pox hospital, 
the expense be borne by the county, whose 
debt is small; that the city agree to furnish all or 
part of the medical staff required, and that com- 
penearce be exacted from those able to pay. Mr. 

e Witt also decides that the Health Officer not 
ouly has the power, but that it is obligatory on him 
in certain cases, to remove patients suffering from 
contagious diseases to a proper place, even though 
it be outside the city limits.

TOSSED IN GALES AT SHA.

THE DIFFERENCES OF POLITICIANS 
‘ AND JOURNALISTS. 

WHY THE IRISH DON’T ANNIHILATE ENGLAND 

PARTY QUESTIONS—THE LABOUCHERE- 

LAWSON LIBELSUIT—-NEWSPAPER GOSSIP. 

Lonpon, Feb. 25.—‘‘ This is a very fine 
country, after all, Pat, and it’s a great pity 
that political disorganization should interfere 
with its prosperity,’’ said a cosmopolitan friend 
of mine to the driver of a car which was jolt- 
ing him over a rough but picturesque country 
road in the west of Ireland. 

“ Ah, bigorrah! an’ ye may say that,’’ was 
the reply; ‘‘but the English have taken the 
livin’ out of us this 20 year, as long as I can 
remimber.” 

“The Land Leaguers mean to settle the 
business this time, I suppose ?”’ 

‘Bigorrah, and they do,” said Pat, whipping 
up his steed; ‘‘there are 200,000 of them ready 
to do it at this very minute, all armed to the 
teeth.” 

**Ts that so?” 

“Tt is so; and they could wipe the entire 
British Army off the face of the earth, nota 
doubt of it.” 

‘And why don’t they do it ?” 

**Don’t ye see why, Sorr ?”’ 

Pat cracks his whip and turns round to wink 
at my friend. 

‘* They are afraid of the Police; that’s why, 
Sorr !” And'my friend, who knows Ireland 
well, considers that Pat’s satirical chaff just 
hits off the situation ‘* to a dot.” 

THE FLIGHT OF PARNELL. 

Mr. Parnell, after his Rochefort-Hugo sen- 
sation, came back to London. He appeared 
and voted inthe House of Commons. Then he 
went to Ireland, and made a speech advising 
the Irish peasants to do. something illegal. A 
question was asked in the House about this 
speech. The Governmental reply was to the 
effect that they had their eye on it and on Par- 
nell. Whereupon Mr. Parnell sent a letter to 
the daily papers, withdrawing what he had 
said and telling Irish tenants not to act upon 
his advice, especially in regard to plowing up 
their pastures in prospect of eviction. Then 
he left suddenly for Paris, to remain 
there *‘ probably for a considerable period.” 


Surely he might have waited until the 
Coercion bill had really become law, if, 
as seems probable, he isin fear of arrest. He 
has left Mr. Justin McCarthy to lead his de- 
serted followers. Those who profess to be 
in Mr, Gladston3’s secrets say that the Govern- 
ment did not intend to seize Mr. Parnell, 
though they possess papers.which would war- 
rant them in doingso, Perhaps Mr. Parnell 
wanted to belocked up? He may have fled to 
stimulate the despair of his followers under the 
Government tyranny. Finding that Mr. 
Gladstone declined to have him on his hands as 
a prisoner, he may be trying to excite national 
sympathies on the ground of enforced exile. 
Nobody seems quite to understand his move- 
ments or his policy. Anyhow, he has gone, 
and it is semi-officially announced on behalf of 
the Leaguers that he will not return ‘fora con- 
siderable period.” Without for a moment im- 
puting unworthy motives to Mr. Parnell orany 
other Irish gentleman, one cannot help re- 
marking that since the money chest has been 
in Paris ‘‘ the gay city” has become very at- 
tractive to Irish patriots. Mr. Parnell de- 
clares he has not met Stephens, and that he 
did not seek interviews with Rochefort or Vic- 
tor Hugo; that they invited his friendly confi- 
dence and tendered him their sympathy. The 
priests are exceedingly angry about it. lf 
there is to be a revolution,they want to havea 
finger in it, and they cannot possibly be allied 
with men who are fiercer unbelievers than Col, 
Ingersoll himself. But there will be no rising, 
no revolution. Armed to the teeth though the 
patriots are, and quite prepared and capable of 
annihilating the British Army, they are 
‘‘afraid of the Police,’? as Pat himself slyly 
suggests. It is rather hard upon the brave 
fellows who haye gone about in masks, cut 
horses’ tails off, and fired at rent-paying ten- 
ants through windows, that Mr. Parnell should 
be the first to ‘‘ cut and run.” 


THE LETTER-OPENING PLAGUE. 


Itis strange, but history will indorse its truth, 
that if there is any realy Tory work todo the 
Liberals are always ready to doit and, as if to 
make things square when there is a really Radi- 
cal measure to be passed, the Tories are invaria- 
bly ready to undertake it, always provided, mind 
you, in either case that the work is done in the 
interest of their places. Politics in England is 
clearly a fight of ins and outs. The chief dif- 
ference between the partiesis that the Liberals 
pretend it is not so, and the Tories frankly in- 
timate that it is a party’s first duty to get 
into office. The present Government under 
the pressure of a public opinion that condemned 
their complaisance towar1 rebellion are now 
going to the extreme of repression. They are 
opening letters addressed to leading Land 
Leaguers and others. If a Conservative or 
Tory Government had dared to think of doing 
what the Liberals have done England would 
have rung with indignant protests—not ‘that 
England would have cared a button about it, 
but the Liberal associations would have seen in 
the ‘‘ despotic outrage’? a chance of turning 
the Tories out and getting their places, Letters 
addressed to Sullivan and the O’Donnells have 
been opened; and, indeed, there has been a 
general overhauling of the mails, Mr. O’Don- 
nell says that a check sent to him a month ago 
hasnot reached him, Sir W. Vernon Harcourt 
is the presiding genius of this epistolary inquisi- 
tion. The Postmaster-General could not read 
the letters if he opened them. He is blind. 
But Harcourt has a hundred eyes for treason. 
It was distinctly stated in Radical circles and 
mentioned in some of the papers that Mr. 
John Bright and Mr. Chamberlain would 
assuredly leave the Ministry if a Coercion bill 
should be insisted upon. They have not onl 
not resigned, but they have both acquiesced, 
and Bright has spoken in its defense. It is 
certain they would have raised angry voices 
against a Tory Government that should have 
asked for these special powers which they now, 
being in office, approve of. Their salaries of 
$10,000 a year each cannot, of course, influence 
them, but it is curious to note the 
marked differences in the conduct of 
statesmen when in and when out of office. 
Mr. Bright was so enthusiastic a supporter of 
the Coercion bill that he even permitted him- 
self to sneer at the most eminent Radical of 
his time, Mr. Joseph Cowen, who, according 
to Bright, ‘‘ makes a very good speech if you 
don’t listen to him.” It is believed that after 
the Irish legislation is over the entire Irish 
party, on all great party divisions, will go 
with the Conservative Opposition. It is not 
absolutely certain that the Government will 
obtain a majority on its Land bill. The one 
fortunate thing for Mr, Gladstone is the 

adual improvement in the revenue. His 

reek Ey wong is not generally liked, and he is 
blamed for the Transvaal business just as he is 
for allowing Ireland to drift into its 
condition. The Chief Secretary, Mr. Forster, 
is credited with a mot. ‘Itt will surely be 
difficult to find room in the prisons for 
the Leaguers and their friends when the 
Protection bill is passed,” said a friend to 
Forster. ‘‘In the steamers you mean,” 
answered the minister.

THE PRESS SCANDAL, 


The trouble between Mr. Labouchere, of 
Truth and the Daily News, and Mr. Edward 
Levy Lawson, of the Daily Telegraph, has 
over many months been kept occasionally 
within view of the general reader in these 
columns. Labouchere persistently attacked 
the Telegraph in Truth. When the chief pro- 

rietor, Mr. Lawson, died, he cast some re- 
ections upon his memory. Edward Levy 
Lawson, now the Telegraph chief, loved

ou will remember Mr. Lawson commenced a 
ibel suit, which was heard for some days be- 
fore a London Police magistrate, who fnally 
committed Labouchere for trial, in bail, of 
course, In the meantime Labouchere has been 
elected a member of Parliament, and though 
altogether contrary tothe general practice in 
cases of this kind, he has never left off attacking 
the Telegraph. The trial is fixed to begin on 
the 18th of next month, and it is already the 
leading topic of the time in journalistic society, 
The late Chief-Justice Cockburn had expressed 
a wish to try the suit himself, and he would have 
placed it among the celebrated cases of his 
judicial experience; but ‘‘law is long and life 
is fleeting.” The Lord Chief-Justice was him- 
self called before a higher tribunal than his 
own. All the subpoenas served upon witnesses 
were issued under the famous old Judge’s signa- 
ture, ‘‘ Cockburn,” and were returnable on the 
very day of his death. Since then fresh sum- 
monses have been served, and Lord Coleridge 
is now the Chief-Justice before whom _ the 
cause will be heard. Messrs. Kimber & Kim- 
ber (not George Lewis) are Labouchere’s solic- 
itors, and they have issued quite a cloud of 
subpcenas, many of the witnesses being drawn 
from among men who were on the staff 
of the YZelegraph in its very earliest days. 
In addition to these, all the present staff are to 
be called. Their testimony is chiefly to be 
directed upon the quack medicine advertise- 
ment department. One of the points of La- 
beuchere’s defense of his stigma that Lawson 
is adisgrace to journalism is that the TZele- 
graph has published indecent advertisements 
knowingly, and put upon such announcements 
a specially high tariff. On the other side, Mr. 
Lawson will offer rebutting evidence, and his 
friends declare that neither he nor the Tele- 
graph staff have anything to fear from the 
most searching cross-examination. It is un- 
derstood to be ‘‘a fight to the death.” For the 
sake of all parties, it is generally thought 
to be a_ piece of mutual bad _poli- 
cy, though scandal-mongering and _ gos- 
siping London ison the tip-toe of anticipa- 
tion, for it is rumored that ce | very curious 
revelations are to be made. r. L. M. Levy, 
(father of Edward Levy Lawson, who took the 
name of Lawson with an enormous legacy un- 
der his uncle’s will,) who is an old man, and 
very ili at Brighton, is to be called. Among 
other witnesses Mr. Ralph Harrison has been 
subpeenaed. He began his journalistic career 
under Col. Sleigh, (the first proprietor of the 
Telegraph,) and was on the paper for 15 years. 
Labouchere hopes, through Harrison, to get at 
the early history of the TZelegraph, so as 
to let the jury know how the present 
wealthy firm came into possession of the 
property. Of this said Harrison a Quarterly 
Reviewer wrote in October last: ‘‘ But for the 
boldness and self-sacrifice of the then manager 
Ralph Harrison—who afterward transferred 
his services to the Birmingham Gazette, and 
who is now editor of the Marylebone Mercury 
—the Daily Telegraph could not at one time 
have surmounted its difficulties.”” Everybody 
knows of the early struggles of the paper. 
Where is the journal that has not had its early 
struggles? I would like to know its title and 
the secret of its success. Labouchere says 
Truth paid from the first. It may beso, If it 
is so, Jruth is the one exception in journalism, 
and may be taken as accentuating the truth of 
the rule. Mr. Labouchere claims to aim at 
breaking dowu the anonymous character of the 
Yelegraph. He says no paper has a right toa 
cover its personality under a mysterious 
“we,” and that he has aright to take up the 
proprietor and editor, and holding them per- 
sonally responsible, to show them up as un- 
worthy guides. These are not his words, but 
they represent the spirit of what he has writ- 
ten in Zruth and wha: I have heard him open- 
ly say. This is an interesting feature of the 
trial, So farasthe ‘elegrap’ is concerned as 
a public journal, its career has been straight 
enough. Thornton Hunt, its editor for many 
years, was a consistent and upright man, a 
strong Liberal, and the son of Leigh Hunt. 
Mr. Arnold, (author of ‘The Light of 
Asia,”) his successor, is an enthusiast in all that 
appertains to the educational advancement of 
the people. A more blameless life than Ar- 
nold’s cannot well bbimagined. As regards the 
rotor change in the Telegraph’s opinions, that 

itherto Liberal journal was not the only Glad- 
stonian paper that supported the foreign policy 
of the Beaconsfield Government, though it is 
chiefly on this ground thatthe Truth criticisms 
have been founded. The trial is expected to 
last a fortnight, and Mr. Labouchere is going 
to conduct his own case. It is, however, on 
the cards that the Lord Chief-Justice may con- 
siderably curtail it, and destroy the hopes of 
idle gossips by declining to allow Labouchere 
to go into matters (such as the history 
of the Telegraph before Mr. Lawson’s day) 
which have no bearing on the direct ques- 
tion at isssue, whether the Trufh has not 
libeled the plaintiff by holding him up to ridicule 
and contempt and pronouncing him to bea 
disgrace to journalism. Mr, Lawson is a mil- 
lionaire. His sons are at Eton, and he hasa 
large ambitionfor them. Continuous personal 
attacks in Truth are no doubt irritating, and 
may hurt the social prospects of the boys. I 
suspect this has troubled and harassed Lawson 
more than any considerations for himself. If 
there is any merit in raising yourself froma 
comparatively humble position to one of power 
and distinction, Lawson’s life should be rather 
honorable than disgraceful. His father wasa 
theatrical bill printer in Shoe-lane, and he was 
employed in his father’s office, and served a 
full apprenticeship to the business. When it 
was a question whether the Telegraph should 
go with or against Mr. Gladstone in regard 
to the foreign policy of Lord Beaconsfield, 
Mr. Lawson's position was good enough for Mr. 
Gladstone to be closeted with him and Mr. 
Arnold for a few hours in consultation. The 
end was that Lawson and Arnold disagreed 
with Gladstone’s ‘‘ bag and baggage” ideas of 
Turkish coercion, and the Telegraph from that 
time went one way, Gladstone another. Edwin 
Arnold is an Orientalist by education, instinct, 
and sympathy, and it would have been im- 
possible for him to have indorsed the policy of 
Gladstone, while Lawson’s Jewish training and 
influences would naturally be against Russia. 
It is, therefore, quite easy to understand the 
Telegraph’s change of front without putting it 
down to mercenary and unworthy motives, 
which is one of the libels complained off against 
Truth. 

OTHER JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 


It isa subject of general comment nowa- 
days, the improvement in the style and tone of 
the Standard under the editorship of Mr. 
Mudford. The paper isno longer a servile 
Tory organ, but an honest and fearless jour- 
nal of enlightened and independent Conser- 
vatism. Latterly it has beaten all its contem- 
poraries in the collection of foreign and other 
news. Its Transvaal dispatches; its publica- 
tion of the secret Russian dispatches; its intel- 
ligence from Tunis—these* and other newspa- 
per triumphs in the way of getting ahead of 
competition have caused the Standard to be 
talked of everywhere and quoted daily in Par- 
liament. Itis reported in some of the papers 
that the Standard is ‘‘ going over” to Glad- 
stone’s Government. There is no truth in this, 
but the Zimes, under Mr. Chenery, must look 
to its laurels. The Morning Fost is being 
talked about. Itis rumored that the Duke of 
Sutherland has boughtit, Thisis not true. A 
eetcscalngge , however, is likely to be negotiated 
between the Duke and its present chief, Sir 
Algernon Borthwick, in which case it is likely 
that the Morning Post will become a penny 
paper, What Ma air will say to such a 
‘come down” as that one can only wonder; 
but judging from the success of certain ‘‘ soci- 
ety’ apers, if the public could get the fash- 
ionable journal of London six times a week for 
6d., it seems very likely that the weekly pur- 
veyors of society and fashionable news may 
find very powerful rivalry in the populariza- 
tion of the ‘‘sweil’’ Morning Post.

FRANCE’S FOREIGN POLICY

THE DISOOMFITURE OF GAMBET- 

TA’S ENEMIES. 

A COMBINED ATTACK ON THE REPUBLIOAN 
LEADER—FRENCH INTEREST IN THE 
GREEK QUESTION—ARMY REORGANIZA- 
TION—EXPERIMENTS WITH THE TELE- 
PHONE. 

Paris, Feb. 28.—Although I seldom ven- 
ture into the fleld of politics, I cannot let 
slip the opportunity of calling attention to the 
ignominious defeat suffered by the reaction- 
aries on Monday in their attempt to demolish 
M. Gambetta. For some time the rallying cry 
of his enemies, as well of the Monarchist as of 
the Radical clans, has been: ‘‘ Gambetta wants 
to drag France into a war; Gambetta must be 
up-set, or France is ruined!” Within the last 
fortnight pamphlets containing ill-natured ar- 
ticles, copied from the Norddeutsche Allge- 
meine Zeitung, and other newspapers of Ger- 
many, Italy, and England hostile to the 
French Republic, have been distributed in pro- 
tusion; M. de Grandlieu wrote something 
intended to be withering in the Figaro, M. D. 
N. did likewise for the Paris Journal, and, 
finally, the Blue-book published two dispatches 
from Mr. Corbett to Earl Granville. These last 
were treasure-trove to M. Gambetta’s adver- 
saries; surely, they argued, be can never clear 
himself of two such charges as are therein 
contained. How can he continue to main- 
tain his. predilection for peace and 
yet have promised to furnish 30,000 
muskets to the Hellenes, and send them out 
a live French General and a complete staff to 
reorganize their Army? After such an ex- 
posure as this, the country’s eyes must be opened 
tothe abyss whither it is being hurried by this 
mischievous occult power, &c. The moment 
seemed propitious to stir up the mud, and the 
result has been that the only persons smoth- 
ered in it are the reactionaries, as their quon- 
dam allies, the intransigeants, cleverly kept 


themselves in the background. The facts af- 
firmed by M. Tricoupis to Mr. Corbett, and by 
him transmitted to the head of the Foreign 
Office, produced a profound impression on the 
public mind, as, if the circumstance of Gen. 
Thomassin’s mission was already known, that 
relating to the muskets was not. Attention 
was invited to coincidences: there was tho 
Cherbourg speech, and, more recently, the one 
delivered by M. Spuller, the interpellation of 
M. Antonin Prouet on France's foreign policy, 
the late article by M. Joseph Reinach, who is 
supposed to receive his inspirations directly 
from the Palais Bourbon. We are on the eve 
of a cataclysm, howled the anti-opportunist 
press of all shades on Saturday and Sunday and 
Monday, and so M. Devés asked for explana- 
tions, and had them in such a categorical form 
that people now wonder how it was possible to 
make so much ado about nothing. The very 
dispatches of the British diplomatist must put 
an end to all ambiguity. Somebody—is it Mr. 
Gladstone? is it Prince yon Bismarck ?—had 
an interest in entangling France in a Greek 
adventure; but it is not on this point that I in- 
sist; I wish to call attention to the attitude of 
the Greeks themselves, seemingly anxious to 
devour everything, to shed their blood, as in 
the days of Leonidas and Miltiades, and yet, 
in reality, giving to be understood by Minis- 
terial communications, couched in most ex- 
plicit terms, that, contrary to the counsel of 
the wise man, they counted entirely upon the 
efforts and sacrifices of others. Mr. Corbett 
says this in so many words, adding, in his dis- 
patch of the 10th of August: ‘* M. Tricoupis as- 
sures mo that neither the nation nor the Gov- 
ernment wilido aught to provoke a conflict 
with Turkey.” In the wey of a great national 
movement there never was anything 
funnier. It would be immense as an 
operstta: Tricoupis awaiting, at the Pirw- 
us, the Messageries’ steamer, which is to 
bring him not only a General with 
his staff, not only 30,000 muskets, but that en- 
thusiasm, that warlike ardor, and that thirst 
for martial glory, to which, as a worthy Greek, 
he infinitely prefers the less sanguinary ruses 
of diplomacy. M. Devés has been blamed for 
his interpellation, M. Ferry for having accept- 
ed its immediate discussion, M. Pascal Duprat 
for calling on M. Gambetta to reply, and M. 
Gambetta for leaving his chair to answer, 1 
cannot share this view of the question; a for- 
mal explanation was necessary, and this ex- 
planation was made in such terms as to leave 
no doubt that the Thomassin mission was, in 
its origin, only what had been permitted for 
Egypt, Turkey, and Japan in former times, 
and was abandoned so soon as it was ascer- 
tained to be open to misinterpretation; that 
the musket business was onlyasale of con- 
demned arms, purchased in 1870, which was 
not consummated, for the simple reason that 
when the moment came for their delivery the 
Greeks were out of funds, and the French Goy- 
ernment declined to give credit. 

M. Gambetta has come out of this affair 
with undiminished prestige, and the country 
has once more demonstrated that it has an in- 
vincibla repugnance for adventurers, a reso- 
lution to reserve its strength for its own de- 
fense. M. Gambetta’s discourse is destined to 
make a great sensation on the Continent, 
where it will be remarked that although dis- 
tinctly disclaiming any wish for a Hellenic 
crusade, he does not affect to conceal his con- 
viction that France will be called upon to 
make sacrifices. France will never be guilty 
of an aggressive act, he says, but she must pre- 
pare herself to repel aggression; ergo he feels 
that foreign aggression 1s probable. To this 
end, the Army and Navy Departments are 
straining every nerve, and in both improve- 
ment in organization is very marked, not, 
however, for the land forces in the propor- 
tions which are desirable, except for the artil- 
lery and for the tactics of the infantry. The 
equipment of the latter is still too cumbersome, 
and the committee charged with its modifica- 
tion is so wedded to ancient prejudices that it 
has not yet suggested anything practical. 
On this point the Cavalry Commission has got 
in advance of its colleagues. In a preceding 
letter I told of intended changes in the dolmans, 
the overalls, and the boots; since then, Gen. 
Thornton and Col. de Lignieres have proposed 
an arrangement for decreasing the burden car- 
ried by the horses, and advise that tho sabres, 
instead of being slung to the Waist belt, should 
be fastened to the saddle, so as not to be in the 
way of the trooper when dismounted to fight 
on foot. Experimentsin these innovations are 
to be made, on a small scale, next month, with 
the cavalry of the Paris garrison, but no final 
decision will be pronounced until after the next 
Autumn manoeuvres, when ‘‘ Gen. de Gallifet 
will institute a syetem of raids, as practiced by 
the Russians at distances of from 45 to 60 kilo- 
metres from the main body of the army.”’ 
Strange, is it not, that the French obstinately re- 
fuse to give credit to us Americans for anything 
cwietoek ta the art of war,ignore all mention 
of the rifle-pits which we first used on an ex- 
tended scale, and forget that Gen. Gourko’s 
ride across the Balkans was a mere imitation 
of American expeditions 15 years earlier. 

Ido not believe, sincerely, that the French 
Army is fit to fight equal numbers of ‘any 
other Army in Europe; its rank and file are 
well enough in their way; so are the Captains 
and Lieutenants, and perhaps even the field of- 
ficers, but, with three or four exceptions, the 
Generals are below mediocrity, and the disci- 
pline has not yet recovered from the shock 
which it received in 1870. Politics has sapped 
the old esprit du corps, andjin certain regi- 
ments differences of political opinion divide 
the officers into adverse camps, between which, 
except on official business, there is no inter- 
course. The barracks are inundated with 
tracts emanating from Socialist demagogues, 
which teach that disobedience to orders, when 
those orders do not agree with particular So- 
cialist theories, is the soldier’s first duty. In 
time of peace the consequences of this mis- 
chievous action are scarcely felt; neither are 
they to be dreaded in a successful campaign; 
but with the first defeat would come that 
demoralization, that contempt of author- 
ity, which was witnessed during the 
last war, especially with the Army of 
the Hast, when the Commander-in-Chief, Gen. 
Bourbaki, coming into the restauraut at Be- 
sancon, which was filled with officers of all 
ranks,was only saluted by two—myself and my 
aide-de-camp, Count de Malijay. This is the 
rock where I fear military shipwreck, and yet 
it is not the fault of the Government if the 
peril exists. It carefully weeds out all those 
who, as they did in 1870-71, wou'd sacrifice 
their country’s interests to the interests of 
their party in order to discredit republican in- 
stitutions. But what can the Government do 
to arrest the diffusion of this Socialist venom ? 
On the other hand, the Government 1s doing 
a great deal to diminish the soldier's hardships, 
and if commanders were only sincerely sec- 
onded bv the iatendance the discontent of the 
men with their lot would be lessened and the 
fleld for agitators to work upon become rebel- 
lious to c

ence, and such is} their influence with Parlia- 
ment that all the efforts of in nt — 
ties have hitherto failed in e 
Administration subordinate to the mili- 
tary authorities, although never was there 
greater necessity than now for unity of direc- 
tion. Unfortunately, the tendency of French 
official minds is to put the cart before the 
horse. They propose to train their troo to 
make raids, but neglect to teach them how to 
ride, and trust for the remount of fully one- 
half of their cavalry to requisitions made on 
private individuals whose animals, unused to 
military service, will break down in the first 
four and twenty hours. Again, every system 
for the prompt transmission of orders is ex- 
amined with care, yet comparatively little 
heed is given to another very important de- 
tail—the capacity of those who issue orders. 
Still, these examinations are useful; every- 
thing scientific is useful, even although the 
first results may be unsatisfactory or seem 
puerile; some apparently petty circumstance 
may eventually me the starting-point of a 
new combination, and so it is! that if every de- 
tail of a study is not capital, nearly all possess 
a certain amount of interest. 

It is for this reason that I propose to relate 
some of the recent experiments made with the 
telephonic system of Dr. Herz, of whom Ihave 
had occasion to speak through the columns of 
THE Tres in connection with the electric 
lamp of Richard Werdermann. The French 
Government has long been anxious to obtain 
some means of direct communication which, 
especially in time of war, would render com- 
manding officers and heads of departments in- 
dependent of subaltern officials, in whose dis- 
cretion perfect confidence cannot always bo 
reposed, But, notwithstanding the progress 
made in telephony since the origin of that in- 
vention, no instrument hitherto had reproduced 
with sufficient strength and clearness words 
spoken at great distances. Even with the or- 
dinary telephones in the cities people often 
complain that they do not understand the 
message; how much greater are the obstacles 
to intelligibility where the acumreny of the 
sounds transmitted along a telegraph wire is 
subject to the impressions produced by acci- 
dental currents. To overcome these currents 
over a great distance, the use of the electric 
pile became inevitable; how best to apply 
the pile involved the solution of two 
problems: First, to increase in great 
proportions the amplitude of the elec- 
trical vibrations without seeking this 
inerease from the voice; second, to so contrive 
that extraneous electrical currents should not 
pass across the telephonic circuit. These 


problems, in the opinion of the most eminent | 


of French electricians, M. T. du Moncel, 
have been satisfactorily solved by our country- 
man, Dr. Herz, who, if he has not yet at- 
tained perfection, has approached it nearer 
than any other scientist. From a technical 
description of Dr. Herz’s system I shall ab-

those who desire to go into the matter fully I 
recommend a perusal of La Lumiére Elec- 
trique, the special organ on such subjects—5th 
February, 1881—confining myself to a relation 
of the most recent experiments, at some of 
which I assisted. About the beginning of last 
year, Dr. Herz, who, I believe, imported the 
telephone into France, and certainly was the 
chief promoter of the company by which 
it was brought into general use, 
conceived the idea that 
were not only desirable, but possible. We do 
not know what were his early experiments, 
but, in May, 1880, a number of scientific gen- 
tlemen, including M. du Moncel, M. E. Gérard, 
the engineer of the Belgian telegraphs, and M. 
Géraldy, another very distinguished expert in 
electricity, were invited to give their opinion 
upon the result of his labors. The machines 
were clumsily made, but the condenser spoke 
very clearly, and the audience was especially 
struck by the absence of all confusionin the 
transmission of the two names Gérard and 
Géraldy, which, if not pronounced very dis- 
tinctly, are easily mistaken the one for the 
other. This was the starting-point; so far as 
it went the trial was encouraging: but every- 
thing accomplished had been on a very small 
scale, and the question was: Would it succeed 
on a large scale? After much delay and 
trouble Dr. Herz obtained leave to make an ex- 
periment along the French Company’s cable 
uniting Brest and Penzance, a distance of 300 
kilométres—about 187 miles. Nothing like 
this had ever been even attempted 
previously with any telephone. These ex- 
periments, lasting over a period of several 
weeks, were fairly satisfactory. I may go 
so far indeed as to say that they were conclu- 
sive as to the value of the invention, but special 
study of the operators was made upon the re- 
sistances to be overcome, on the statical effects, 
and on the effects of condensation, so that the 
immediate consequence was a modification of 
the original apparatus. Practice had demon- 
strated the existence of certain defects, and 
these the inventor proposed to correct before a 
new exhibition. The apparatus was too com- 
plicated, and Dr. Herz, whose object is to 
avoid complication, turned his attention to- 
ward the simplification of theinstrument, until, 
after months of patient toil, he arrived at a re- 
sult so simple and natural that he and his col- 
laborators were astonished that it should have 
escaped their notice at the beginning. 

This accomplished, Dr. Herz desired to try 
his system in its true field of action, that is to 
say, upon the ordinary telegraph wires. The 
assent of the Minister of the Postal and Tele- 
graphic Department was readily given; but no 
one who has not had business to transact with 
the French Administration can appreciate the 
obstacles putin his way by red tape and rou- 
tine before the scientific tour which 
the American inventor had _ organized 
could commence. Finally, the party get off, 
taking Orleans as its centre of operations, 
and reserving Paris for a more convenient sea- 
son; first, because the operators wished to 
divide methodically the difficulties, so as to 
understand their influence; second, because 
the wires arrive at Paris in a long subier- 
ranean cable, which they desired to make the 
object of a special study. Dr. Herz stopped 
with M. C. Sollanges, at Orleans, where he 
could easily obtain what he needed in persons 
or material from his Parisian laboratory. 
Messrs. O, Kern and F. Géraldy were sent to 
the other end of the line, which was to be ex- 
tended according to circumstances, The ex- 
periments began at once, and, it must be ad- 
mitted, under difficulties. The operators could 
not go to work before 10 o’clock at night, as 
they were forbidden to interfere with the or- 
dinary daily service, the weather was in- 
clement, the earth and the air were saturated 
with electricity, one wire was mistaken for 
another, and frequently it was thought that 
the machine was out of order. Yet they perse- 
vered, and success at last crowned their efforts, 
first between Orleans and Blois, 57 kilométres, 
which, I should add, had already been done 
with other telephones, but, I must also remark, 
with telephones provided with an extra wire. 
After this, M. Géraldy went on to Tours, ana 
there established a communication with head- 
quarters, between which and himself the con- 
versation was almost as easy as between Blois 
and Orleans, Next, M. Kern pushed on to 
Poidtiers, 271 kilométres. Several combinations 
of circuit between the two cities were tried, 
and the result was that the three operators, 
putting their telephones in the same circuit, 
conversed with each other asif they were in 
three adjoining rooms. The last experiment 
was made at Bordeaux, 457 kilométres. Such 
a distance has never been experimented upon 
for the telephone in similar conditions, by 
which I mean on an ordinary telegraph wire 
in the midst of other wires at work with the 
transmission of ordinary telegrams. This ex- 
periment was perfectly successful. Not that 
the voice was as strong as when the words 
were spoken at Blois, but. conversation was 
possible, and questions and answers were 
exchanged regularly. Besides, the into- 
nation of the volee was _ preserved, 
and on his return to Paris, M. Géraldy 
was recognized by a person whom he had never 
before met, but with whom he spoken tele- 
phonically, simply by that intonation. It was 
not thought necessary to proceed further than 
3ordeaux, although the inventor and his 
friends believe that the distances at which tele- 
phonic communication is practicable are un- 
limited. But out-door tests’ had confirmed the 
experiments of the laboratory, and doubt is 
impossible, The final experiment was between 
Orleans and Paris, which succeeded without 
any difficulty, and then, at the end of six 
weeks, the operators returned to the capital, 
after a most careful examination of every ad- 
junct of their apparatus. Since then experi- 
ments continue daily upon the urban and sub- 
urban lines. The Government is satisfied 
with the results which have astounded every 
one excent Dr. Herz himself. The merits of 
the system are universally admitted, and the 
inventor is now only occupied in devising the 
best form for its practical application.

AFTER MANY REFUSALS HE TELLS HOW HB 
WAS STABBED BY A STRANGER. 

Information was received at the Coroners’ 
office yesterday from Capt. Petty, of the Seventh 
Precinct, that Cornelius O'Reilly, a liquor-dealer, of 
No. 265 East Broadway, who was stabbed by some 
unknown person in front of his liquor store last 
Tuesday morning, was in a dangerous condition, 
and that it would be well to have his ante-mortem 
deposition taken. Reilly was found by an officer 
of the Seventh Precinct staggering along 
East Broadway near his liquor store, between 4 
and 5 o’clock on Tuesday morning, in a dazed con- 
dition and suffering from three stab wounds, He 
was taken to the Chambers-Street Hospital, and it 
was there found that he was stabbed in the lefi 
breast in the region of the heart, and twice in the 


back, near the left side. The wounds were then 
not considered dangerous, and after they were 
dressed the man, at his urgent request, was allowed 
to go home. Since then he has been under the 
care of Dr. Ward, his family physician. Heshowed 
the most singular reticence in speaking of the 
occurrence, and the Police state that he appeared 
greatly averse to having an investigation. The 
only information that he would give the Police was 
that he had been stabbed by a stranger during an 
altercation in front of his liquor store. Tne detec- 
tives of the Seventh Precinct endeavored ta sift 
the mystery, but made very little progress, and re- 
ported that every possible obstacle was put in 
their path by those who were supposed to know 
all about the affair, but who either would not or 
could not give them any information. One man, 
Debeney by name, who was believed to have im- 
portant information in his possession, showed so 
much reluctance in speaking of the affair that 
they accused him of endeavoring to conceal the 
truth and shield some person. Debeneyreplied that 
he was endeavoring to shield a policeman. He re- 
fused to explain what he meant by this insinuation. 

In the course of their investigations the detec- 
tives came across three different persons, each of 
whom claimed to know the stranger with whom 
O’Reiily had the altercation. Each gave a differ- 
ent description of him, and none of the descrip- 
tions tallied with that given by O’Reilly, and which 
in itself was very unsatisfactory. The detectives 
became convinced by this reticence on all sides 
that there was a mystery behind the stabbing, the 
nature of which they could not fathom. Yester- 
day Dr. Ward, who had been in attendance on the 
wounded man, informed Capt. Petty that his pa- 
tient was in a dangerous condition, and that

DISASTERS TO VESSELS. 


LOSSES IN THE STORM ALONG THE COAST— 
ACCIDENTS REPORTED FROM ABROAD. 

Wasxatncton, March 10.—The Signal Corps 
officer at Chincoteague, Md., reports to the Chief 
Signal Officer as follows: The three-masted schoon- 
er William Allen, Capt. Steelman, of Perth Amboy, 
815 tons register, from Baltimore, bound to Ho- 
boken, N. J., cargo 480 tons of coal, consigned to 
the New Central Coal Company, Hoboken, N. J., 
went ashore at 4o0’clock this morning on Chinco- 
teague Shoals, one and a half miles south-east of 
the station. The vessel was boarded by the life- 
saving crew of Station No. 7, who brought off 
Capt. Steelman, the remainder of the crew remain- 
ing aboard, as the vessel seems to be in an easy 


position, though leaking badly. Whether the ves 
sel and cargo can be saved is uncertain as yet. 

Portsmoutu, N. H., March 10.—A _ very severe 
storm of wind and rain is prevailing off this coast. 
Three vessels were in distress off this harbor, The 
name of one of them was the Osseo. A British 
bark, bound from Boston to St. John with an as 
sorted cargo, being in very dangerous proximity tc 
rocks, and it being feared that her anchors might 
not hold against the severe gale, asked assistance. 
Her signal was answered by the United 
States steam-tug Leyden, which took het 
in tow. and moored her alongside the United States 
steamer Plymouth in the lower harbor. Twe 
other vessels similarly situated, one of which was 
cotton-laden, were also relieved by the Leyden. 
None of the vessels sustained any damage as far as 
known. Reports are current of atotal wreck off 
this harbor, but they have not vet been traced to 4 
trustworthy source.

etical and Prose Compositions,” are treated by 
Dr. Martin in the same earnest and apprecia- 
tive spirit. His investigations have noth- 
ing of the superficial character which 
works on China ar display. His 
book might, perhaps, have a more im- 
pressive arrangement, and his readers will be 
apt to regret the excessive modesty which has 
prevented him from revealing more fully his 
methods of research and describing his per- 
sonal contact with the literary classes of the 
country ; but they will find that he has amassed 
for them an abundant store of information, 
and has reasoned intelligently and discreetly 
upon the significance of each important fact 
and its probable bearing on the future of the 
people. His frequent and pointed comparison 
of the civilizations of the West with that of 
China are highly instructive.

THE LAND OF .GIANTS. 


ACROSS PATAGONIA, By Lady FLorence Drxte. 
With Ililustrations by JuLivus BEERBOHM. New- 
York: R. WORTHINGTON. 1881. 


Enough time has not elapsed to make one 
forget Beerbohm’s ‘‘ Wanderings in Pata- 
gonia’”’ before another narrative of hunting 
exploits in the land of giants appears. Mr. 
Beerbohm was a member of this new expedi- 
tion, apparently serving as a kind of guide on 
the footing of a friend. The distinguished 
party was indeed lucky to have a man of 
talent with them who knew that little-known 
land from actual experience; the sketches in 
Lady Florence’s book are from his pencil, and 
the courageous authoress herself alludes to him 
frequently, oddly enough, under the Dickensy 
title of Mr. B. In addition to Mr. B., the 
authoress and her husband, Lord Queensbury, 
and Lord James Dougias, her brothers, the 
band was recruited at Sandy Point with four 
guides, one the Guillaume who appears in 
Beerbohm’s volume, another an ex-Chasseur 
d’Afrique named Francois, an Argentine 
gaucho, and an ancient who was once a guide 
to Capt. Musters, the first writer at any 
length upon the interior of Patagonia. Hardly

ars. To these one of his successors added an- 
other body of scholars, and, combining the | 
whole into one society, called it 
by the name of Hanlin, or ‘“ Forest 
opt Pencils.” When the printing press 
was introduced as an auxiliary in the manu- 
facture of books it relieved the imperial | 
scribes of a portion of their labors, but it did 
not supersede them. Released from the 
drudgery of copying, they were frea to de- | 
vote their leisure to composition; and in 
China in the eighth century, as in Europe in 
the fifteenth, the art of printing imparted a } 
powerful stimulus to the intellectual activity 
of theage. In the haleyondays of Taitsung 
tee Hanlin was not long in attaining 
its full development. Its constitution, as 
laid down in the institutes of the em- 
pire, appointed two Presidents to superintend 
the composition of dynastic histories, charts, 
books, imperial decrees, and literary matters 
in general. The Vice-Presidents are of two | 
classes—the readers and the expositors of his 
Majesty the Emperor. The regular members 
are charged with the composition and com- 
pilation of books, and with daily attendance at 
stated times on the classic studies of his Majes- 
ty. The candidates on probation are not 
charged with any specific duty, but prosecute | 
their studies in the schools attached to tne | 
academy. At the expiration of three years | 
they aro examined as to their ability in poeti- | 
cal composition, the Emperor in person decid- | 
ing their grades, after which they are admitted | 
to an audience. Those of the first three grades | 
are received into full membership, and } 
those of the fourth grade, which com- 
prises the remainder, are assigned to | 
posts in the civil service, or retained for 
another three years to study and be ex-.| 
amined with the next class. The qualifications 
for membership are natural talent and rare | 
acquisitions in all the departments of Chinese | 
scholarship. The Hanlin supplies writers and | 
editors for all the literary enterprises of the | 
Emperor. Some of these are so vast that it is | 
safe tosay no people would undertake them | 
but those who erected the Great Wall and ex- | 
cavated the Grand Canal; nor would China | 
have had the courage to face them had she not | 
kept on foot as a permanent institution 
a standing army of learned writers, 
Iwo of these colossal enterprises distin- | 
guish the brilliant prime of the present | 
dynasty, while a_ third. of proportions | 
still more huge dates back to the second reign 
of the Mings. This last isa cyclopedic digest | 
of the imperial library, which at the time con- 
stained $00,000 volumes. There were employed | 
m the task 2,169 clerks and copyists. Tho | 
work when completed contained 2¥,937 books. 
{t was never printed asa whole; and two of | 
she three manuscript copies, together with 
about a tenth part of the third, weredestroyed | 
py fire in the convulsions that attended the 
overthrow of the Mings. 

Under the dynasty of Han, about the com- | 
mencement of the Christian era, an important 
shange was introduced into the Constitution | 
of the empire, viz., a democratic element, | 
in virtue of which appointments to office were | 
not left to the caprice of the sovereign and his | 
favorites. This consisted in testing the capaci- | 
ty of candidates by a literary examination, | 
and it operated so well that it was not only ; 
adopted but greatly improved by succeeding | 
dynasties, and continues in force at the pres- | 
ent day. Americans would as soon surrender | 
their ballot-box as the Chinese their system of | 
literary competition, which makes public | 
Office the reward of scholarship. and gives 
every man the opportunity of elevating | 
himself by his own exertions, England, | 
France, and Prussia have each made use of 
competitive examinations in some branches of 
their public service, and with uniformly good | 
results. Dr. Martin maintains that in China | 
the merits of the system have been tested in | 
the most satisfactory manner. It is to the | 
Chinese that we are indebted for the mariner’s 
compass, for gunpowder, and probably, also, 
for a remote suggestion of the art of printing. 
Nor is it too much to affirm, he thinks, that if 
we should adopt the Chinese method of testing 
the ability of candidates, and of selecting the 
best men for the civil service, the change it 
would effect in our administration would be no 
iess beneficial than that brought about in the 
other cases. He says: 


“Its primary object was to provide men of ability 
for the service of the State, and, whatever else it 
may have failed to accomplish, it is impossible to 
deny that it has fulfilled its specific end in a re- 
markable degree. The”* mandarins of China are 
almost without exception the choicest specimens 
of the educated classes. Alike in the capital and 
in the Provinces, it is the mandarins that take 
the lead in every kind of literary enterprise. It is 
to them the Emperor looks to instruct as well as to 

vern his people; it is to them that the publishers 
ook for additions to the literature of the nation, 
nine-tenths of the new books being written by 
mandarins. In their social meetings their conver- 
sation abounds in classical allusions, and instead of 
after-dinner speeches, they are accustomed to 
amuse themselves with the composition of im- 
promptu verses, which they throw off with incredi- 
ole facility. It is their duty to encourage the 
efforts of students, to preside at the public ex- 
aminations, and to visit the public’schools—to pro- 
mote, in short, by example as well as by precept, 
the interests of education.” 

Of special interest is Dr. Martin’s discussion 
of the prospects of a renaissance in China. He 
points out the fact that there have been in the 
past several periods of intellectual awakening 
that constitute marked epochs in the history 
of literature. The first of these was occasioned 
by the publication of the Confucian classics. 
Another occurred in the time of Mencius, when 
the ethical system underwent a searching re- 
vision, and the great question of the original 

dness or depravity of human nature was 

i with acuteness and power. In the 
ey 1 of the Lung dynasty (960 1279) the mind 
of China was seized with a mania for philo- 
sophic speculation, and grappled with the 
deepest questions of ontology. Profess- 
ing to elucidate the ancient phi- 
losophy, the inquirers founded a new sys- 
tem of er oie idealism, which has con- 
tinued dominant to the present hour. The 
last two dynasties have not been unfruitful in 
the products of the intellect; there seems to 
be no end or abatement to the teeming fer- 
tility of the Chinese mind. Worshipers of 
antiquity they certainly are, and strongly con- 
servative in their mental tendencies, but they 
have not been content, as is too commonly 
supposed, to hand down from the earliest 
times a small stock of crystallized ideas with- 
out increase or modification. Bold innovations 
and radical revolutions rise to view all alon 
in the retrospect of their far-reaching past, 
and prepare them to anticipate the same for 
the future. With such antecedents and such 
a character for intellectual activity, it would 
be next to impossible that they should not be 
affected by. their contacts and collisions with 
the civilization of Christendom. A mighty 
change must eventually pass over the people, 
sweeping away their old superstitions, un- 
chaining them from the oars of custom, and 
setting their minds free to labor in the pro- 
p see fields, so that they can be qualified to 

velop their magnificent patrimony.

Interesting and pleasant the book is, and 
written in a straightforward, unpretentious 
manner, although it goes over much the same 
ground as that of r. Beerbohm, and adds 
little or nothing that willbe new to geogra- 
phers or students of ethnology or natural his- 
tory. The party avoided the Indians when it 
was convenient so to do. To a woman 
and a lady this is the appearance 
presented by the first Patagonian Indian 
encountered: ‘‘His dirty brown face, of which 
the principal feature was a pair of sharp black 
eyes, was half hidden by tangled masses of un- 
kempt hair, held together by a handkerchief 
tied over his forehead, and his burly body was 
enveloped in a greasy guanaco-capa consider- 
ably the worse for wear. His feet were bare, 
but one of his heels was armed with a little 
wooden spur of curious and ingenious handi- 
work.” What is left of the Indian nation of 
the Tehuelches, however, appeared in a more 
favorable light to Lady Florence. She found 
handsome men and women, some of them 
being exceedingly clean and _proper- 
looking. Guanaco is the first game 
sighted, and we learn that the tidbit 
in the roast of that animal is a fat piece of 
Then come the ostriches, 
whose runs and doublings are related with the 
zest of a keen hunter. A puma Offers no re- 
sistance, but lies down sullenly, with the dogs 


| yelping about him, and is dispatched with a 


rifle. They hear of an eccentric Englishman 
named Greenwood who affects one region of 
Patagonia, avoids the contact of men, and 
lives exclusively on ostrich and guanaco meat 
rather than go to the colony to get provi- 
sions. They makea discovery of a succulent 
dish in cranberry-fed “ chorlitos,” birds some- 
thing between the golden plover and 
woodeock. The change of scenery is 
great when they leave the bare plains 


| for the woody ravinesof the Cordilleras. After 


a plunge in a shady pool of a small river Lady 
Florence returns to camp to a meal, of which 
the following is the menu: Soup, guanaco 
head, slices of ostrich and rice, roast guanaco 
rib, fried ostrich picane, (back, resembling a 


| rich rumpsteak,) roast goose and ducks, os- 


trich wings, liver and fat, (toasted on a stick,) 
blood pudding, and for dessert, califatés, 


| coffee, maté, (Paraguay tea,) tea, and biscuits. 


This meal, served by a French chef, (the ex- 
Chasseur,) reads somewhat satirically under 
the title ** Roughing It.” 

Lady Florence rode in man fashion in Pata- 
gonia, and apparently for that reason was able 
to foliow game for hours, to throw herself from 
her horse, and otherwise to conduct herself 
like the men of the party. Readers of Beer- 
bohm’s book will remember the exciting de- 
scription of the contest between a tame and a 
wild stallion. Lady Florence saw such a sight, 
the interest being deepened by the fact that the 
wild stallion very nearly succeeded in driving 
off all their mares to add to his own harem: 

“** We are lost,’ cried the guides simultaneously ; 
and filled with dismay, we all stood still, perfect- 
ly paralyzed at the thought of the position we 
should bein without horses 300 miles away from 
Sandy Point, but at this moment Gregorio’s big 
bay stallion, the master of the troop, ramed out to 
meet the enemy, both halting when they met, 
and fronting one another. The two animals, after 
pawing the air for a second or two, made a dash at 
one another and engaged in a fierce combat, car- 
ried on chiefly with their teeth, though occasion- 
ally they would rise on their hind legs and fight 
with their fore feet. Our horses, not daring to stir, 
watched them on one side and the wild herd, which 
had meanwhile trotted up close to the field of bat- 
tle, looked on from the other side, apparently deep- 
lyfinterested in the issue ofthestruggle. * * * We 
had to run a good distance before we could get to 
firmer ground, and in the meantime the battle went 
against our stallion, who suddenly turned tail and 
fied. After giving him a parting kick the wild 
horse rushed at our troop and began to drive them 
ata gelen toward his own, punishing with vicious 
bites and kicks any animal that showed signs of be- 
coming refractory, or that did not go quick enough.” 

What Lady Florence saw of the powers of 
wild horses in climbing steep hills gives one to 
believe that practice makes them as agile and 
daring as goats or chamois. She has an easy, 
narrative style without remarkable trait. It 
is said that she has gone to the Cape asa cor- 
respondent for the London Morning Post. 
Lady Florence —_ to a family that prides 
itself on a lineal descent from the Black 
Douglas. Lord Queensbury’s ‘rules’ still 
govern the prize-ring.

ILKA ON THE HILL-TOP. And other stories. By 
HJALMAR HJORTH BOYESEN, author of ‘ Gunnar,” 
&c. New-York: CHARLES SCRIBNER’S Son’s. 1881. 


Mr. Boyesen is so thorough an English 
writer that itis hard to believe that he could 
have been born and educated a Norwegian. 
He seems to understand the most delicate 
shades of meaning in English; it is with diffi- 
culty that one finds in his books a term that is 
out of proportion. In “Ilka on the Hill-top” 
the only expression noted is the use of the 
word ‘‘bruised’’ for the wings of a duck which 
has been shot and is falling through the air. 
Some of his dialect talk may be found fault 
with. In ‘Under the Glacier’ the negro 
servant of Maurice Fern speaks as no 
negro would or could. Mr. Boyesen is still at 
his best in descriptions of Norse characters and 
Alpine scenery. Elsie is as charming a little 
maiden as the one that loved Gunnar in his 
first published volume, and llka is a fine vari- 
ant of the same simple, handsome, and loving 
character, taken from the mountains of the 
Tyrol. To our thinking, the father and son, 

abn, of Berlin, are unnecessarily coarse, or, 
rather, let us say, inartistically. It would be 
better art to have made them less flagrantly 
earthy and vulgar, even though they be Ber- 
lin keepers of a restaurant. In ‘ Under the 
Glacier” the plot opens very interestingly with 
a Nemesis over anging the family that 
holds the Ormgrass farm. Mr. Boyesen 
in the end hardly does so fine a plot 
full justice. He seems to have been cut- 
ting his work down in this case in order to 
adapt it to the pages of a magazine, Some- 
times this procrustean bed makes all the dif- 
ference in a story between failure and success; 
but that generally happens when the plot lacks 
bone; in the story under consideration there 
is plenty of scope for plot, but the pad- 
ding, the freedom of evolution, has been 
stunted. ‘“‘A Knight of Dannebrog,” and 
“How Mr. Storm Met his Destiny,” are 
pieces that Qeinly hinge upon  experi- 
ences which Mr, Boyesen has had with 
Scandinavian friends and acquaintances 
on this side of the Atlantic. ‘‘Mabel and

A MEAN PRUSSIAN. 
Vienna Dispatch to the London Standard. 

The following facts reach me from an au- 
thorized source at Berlin. Some time ago a great 
Prussian gun-founder engaged the services of an 
Englishman employed inthe shell department at 
Woolwich. The stipulations of the contract were first 
drawn up in English.=-The Englishman was to get 
an annual salary of £1,000, just double what he was 
earning at Woolwich. The contract was to extend 
over a period of five years. It was recognized by 


the principals of the Prussian gun foundry that in 
securing the services of the Englishman they would 
be able to realize a considerable economy in the 
manufacture of shells. They estimated that it would 
save them no !ess than £35,000 perannum. Thecon- 
tract given tothe Englishman to sign purported 
to bea faithful translation of the English draft, 
and upon that understanding the Englishman, who 
was not acquainted with German, appended his 
signature to it. What was his surprise and dismay 
upon ultimately discovering that the German soi 
disant translation fixed the period of his engage- 
ment at one year instead of five, as had been stipu- 
lated in the English draft. One yearewas sufficient 
for the Prussian workmen to acquire the English- 
man’s art and skill. At the expiration of that term 
his services were required no longer, and he was 
discharged. I refrain from qualifying the conduct 
of the Prussian gun-founder, but as he is currently 
believed to receive substantial support from the 
German Government, it isto be hoped that they 
will see that justice is done. The German military 
authorities themselves will certainly be among the 
first to stigmatize this discreditable proceeding as 
it deserves.

The officials at this col- 
liery are just as much in the dark relative to the 
cause of the strange presence as are thoso at Shen- 
andoah colifery. A solution of the mystery is anx- 
fously awaited at Shenandoah, and may be expect- 
ed in a week or ten days.

SOME FACTS CONCERNING CHINESE 
IMMIGRATION. 

THE NUMBER OF CHINESE IMMIGRANTS NOW 

IN THE UNITED STATES AND WHERE 

THEY COME FROM—A STATEMENT FROM 


COL. BEE, OF SAN FRANCISCO. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In occasional newspaper correspondence from 
California, during the last five years, and in else- 
where discussing matters relating to the interests 
of that State, I have expressed some very pro- 
nounced opinions in regard to what is termed the 
Chinese question. These were, in short—First, 
that the danger to be apprehended from Chinese 
immigration was not only imaginary, but that it 
was politieal clap-trap for the purpose of securing 
Irish votes; second, that the immigration, which 
has been so greatly exaggerated, has been a great 
advantage rather than a detriment to the State; 
third, that the cry against Chinese labor has been 
not because it was cheap, but because it was good; 
fourth, that for many purposes this labor is 
indispensable; fifth, it is most desirable because 
it is more honest and steadily industrious 
than any other; sixth, that although tho Chinese 
are addicted to peculiar vices, their morality, upon 
the whole, is fully equal to that of their censors. 
With a desire to get all possible information, from 
time to time, on a subject of such yital interest to 
the public, when the terms of the Chinese treaty 
now under consideration were made public, I ad- 
dressed a series of interrogatories to Col. Bee, the 
ageut of the Chinese Government in San Francisco, 

I have received the inclosed reply, in which it 
will be observed that the writer discusses the ques- 
tion, not in his official capacity, but as an American 


citizen regarding the interests of his own country 
as of paramount importance, J. OC.

Tam in receipt of your letter in which you desire 
me, “if not inconsistent with my official position,” 
to answer certain queries having reference to the 
new treaties mace with the imperial Government 
of China, &c. Inasmuch as one of your questions 
seems to my mind to cover the whole ground of 
inquiry as far as relates to Chinese immigration, to 
wit: “If, as reported, the two contracting Govern- 
ments have agreed upon and inserted in the immi- 
gration treaty a section that gives the United States 
Government the right,” “if it deems it necessary, 
te regulate, control, or prohibit the immigration of 
Chinese subjects to this country, it is empowered 
to do so.” You therefore request me, assuming 
that such is, in substance, the wording of the treaty, 
to inform you, as a private citizen conversant with 
the facts, if that necessity now exists. You will 
permit me to present for your edification facts 
which I at the outset challenge contradiction from 
any source in or outz of Congress. 

The argument used by the class of agitators who 
have so persistently urged the intervention of the 
Washington authorities in order to prevent the im- 
migration of Chinese has been: That they were, 
as a class, undesirable; that they came under con- 
tract as coolies, (coolie is a Sanskrit word, mean- 
ing Jaborer,) and hence not a servile race; that the 
hordes continuously arriving are a menace to our 
free institutions, and, if not checked, will continue 
to be an ever-threatening danger to our republican 
form of Government. In other words, not only is 
our civilization in danger, but we are in process of 
being Mougolianized. If such were the facts I 
would, without hesitation, give you an affirmative 
answer that the necessity now existed for prompt 
legislation by Congress to check this evil. But let 
us come to the ‘‘ hard pan” or bed rock facts. 

The entire immigration of Chinese to the United 
States has been from the one Province of Canton, 
whose area is no larger than the State of New- 
Hampshire, There never has been a time when 
there was to exceed 125,000 Chinese in the United 
States. I don't think the present census will show 
that there are over 100,000. Assuming that there 
are now 100,000, to better illustrate, 60 per cent. of 
the whole Chinese in this country have been back 
and forth, to and from China three times; 20 
per cent. have made from one tosix trips; the 
residue have never been home. There has not 
been for the past ten years enough newcomers 
arrive to fill the vacancies caused by deaths fand 
the places of those who left not to return. Hence, 
I repeat that if there ever was to exceed 
125,000 in the United States, there has been, and 
still is, a gradual decrease going on from the 
causes I have mentioned. With a record of the 
emigration and immigration of Chinese for 29 
years past before me, having been intimately con- 
necteci with them fora long series of years, en- 
joyed their confidence to the fullest extent, de- 
fended and protected their interests, services that 
the imperial Government of China recognized by 
rewarding me with the position of Consul, enables 
me to ‘‘speak from the record.’’ To demonstrate, 
I give you the record as kept in this Consulate of 
the arrival and departure of Chinese to and from 
Hong Kong for the past two years and six months, 
from July, 1878, to Jan. 1, 1881. Fifty-four arrivals of 
tho Pacific Mail and Oriental and Occidental 
steam-ships and four sailing ships brought Chinese 
steerage passengers to the port of San Francisco, 
14,700. Fifty-five departures to Hong Kong, Chi- 
nese, 18,238. Thus you see how this free republic 
is being ‘‘ Mongolianized,” “‘invaded,’’ and *' our in- 
stitutions endangered,’ not to mention our weak 
civilization going under, Let us see who is hurt by 
this invasion. The price paid by this movement of 
Chinese in their pilgrimage to visit their homes is 
$50 each way. Hencethe 382,591 Chinese paid the 
two steam-ship companies $1,629,050 for passage 
alone in the past two years and six months, those 
by sail not included. It is fair to estimate that the 
cost to reach this port and return to the interior, 
paid to our various lines of transportation by 20,000 
Chinese out of 82,591, will average fully $10 each, 
amounting to $200,000. 

In the discharge of my official duties, I have per- 
sonally inspected 10,000 of those arriving here the 
past two years, and fully 75 per cent. were return- 
ing immigrants, and this going back and forth has 
been going on for 25 years. The great exodus 
takes place each year trom September to January. 
They go to spend their Chinese New Year. Taking 
the four months named just passed, there has de- 
parted from this port to Hong Kong 4,751 Chinese, 
and only 1,234 arrived. They will commence to ar- 
rive back in April, and continue until the ist of 
August. Piease notice our press ‘‘about those 
days;” that’s the “‘invasion’’ season, the time our 
** civilization is menaced” by the return of our old 
residents. During the four months named last 
year (1880) there arrived here from Hong Kong 
8,732, and returned, same time, 1,073. To make 
this business plain, you may ask, Where did that 
83,732 come from? Answer: During the four 
months from Sept. 1 to Dec. 81, 1879, there departed 
for Hong Kong 4,147, and 842 arrived here. If I 
have made myself understood by explaining the 
truth of the Chinaman’s migratory habits, you can 
draw your own conclusions as to the necessity of 
Congressional legislation to prohibit or restrict 
Chinese immigration. 

In the foregoing Isimply give you the facts, to 
wit: That there has been no increase of Chinese 
immigration to the United States during the last 
decade; that the emigration and immigration is 
almost whoily confined to those who have been 
resident here within the past 25 years; that there 
has not been the past decade enough fresh immi- 
grants arrive to fill the places of those who have 
died and finally returned to their homes. To these 
propositions I challenge contradiction. 

To another query, as to what effect restrictive 
legislation will have upon that class ‘* now in this 
country,’ I answer that it will have a tendency to 
keep them here, and wipe out of existence the two 
splendid linesof steam-ships now plying between 
this port and Hong Kong. The first “ effect” will 
not suit the sand-lot, as they want the Chinese 
“‘evicted.”? While they have failed in ‘* Boy-cott- 
ing’? the Chinaman because it affected their pecu- 
niary interests, they are unanimous for his banish- 
ment, andifit strikes down ‘‘a bloated corpora- 
tion’ so much the better. Ihave no hesitation in 
asserting that 80 per cent. of that class of our people 
who have the interests of California at heart, who 
develop and build up its resources, who labor by 
brain and muscle, who send forth each year a 
thousand white-winged ships laden with our gol- 
den grains, whose homes and vineyards dot 
our hiilsides and _ valleys from Siskiyou 
to San Diego, if called upon for an opinion 
would say “let the Chinese that are here alone, 
we need them.” Another effect will be an in- 
creased scarcity of labor. It is a notable and un- 
deniable fact that from the commencement of the 
sand-lot agitation here the eer of the Caucasian 
laborer has decreased, while that of the Chinaman 
has increased. The average price of Chinese labor 
three years ago was $22 50 per month; to-day it is 
$30, and scarce at that price. And thisis ‘* Chinese 
cheap labor.” The real cause of this is given by 
Mr. Willis from committee's report on education 
and labor, (Chinese Immigration, 45 Congress, 
Doo. No. 240, page 2,) thus: ‘*The Chinese 
laborer. in some respects, is desirable,” and 
why e is so Mr. Willis explains: ‘He 
is frugal, thrifty, patient, cheerful, and 
obedient. He learns his trade readily, and expertly 
performs any species of light work.’ The Congres- 
sional conimittee of which the late Senator Morton 
was Chairman examined 180 witnesses as to this im- 
migration. In hig report nie. Doe. No, 20, 45 Con- 
gress) he said: ‘‘Asa rule they are industrious, 
temperate, and honest in their dealings. Some 
thousands are employed as household servants in 
the city and country. In this re ages ban testimony 
generally concurs in giving them a high character. 
* * * As laborers, upon; the farms, and in the 
gardens and vineyards, nearly all of the witnesses 
spaek of them in the highest terms, * * As 
laborers upon the public works they were entirely 
reliable, worked more hours than white men, 
were not given to strikes, and never undertook by 
combination to control the price of labor,” &c. 
As to the servile contract and cooly labor, the re- 
port says: “The evidence established the fact that 
Chinese labor in California is as free as any other. 
They all come as free men and are their own 
masters absolutely.” Trusting the foregoing fully 
covers the information you desire, permit 
me to say, as a private citizen, if it is ne- 
cessary to establish a precedent which may 
foreshadow the rule of action to _ guide 
this great Republic in the near future upon the free 
immigration heretofore extended to all, irrespective 
of ‘trace, color, or previous condition,” Jet the 
Chinaman receive the first shock; ‘ put the bars 
up” in his case, even if there is no shadow of neces- 
sity for doing so. Then let us have a precedent, 
for it willsoon be sadly needed to prevent our 
native-born from being “evicted” -by another na- 
tionality not Chinamen. FRED. a. BEE.

A NEW CATHOLIC MOVE ON 
SCHOOLS. 

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Allow me to congratulate you upon the ef- 
fect produced by a few letters which appeared in 
your columns on the “Control of the Roman 
Catholic Priests Over the Board of Education.” The 
Trustees elected at the meeting last Wednesday 
were Messrs. Rogers, Beyer, and Beal, gentlemen 
who believe that the public schools should be run 
in the interest of no Church or denomination. 

By a curious coincidence, almost simultaneous 
with this new departure by the Board of Education, 
a bill was introduced in the Assembly by Mr. 
Merritt giving the Inspectors of Public Schools a 
voice in the selection of teachers with the Ward 


Trustees. The appointment of all teachers in future 
would, therefore, be made by baards, consisting of 
five Ward Trustees and three Inspectors, in place 
of the five Ward Trustees, who now have that 
power. The Inspectors are salaried officers, ap- 
poteces for the purpose of inspecting the school 

uildings and the work and examinations of the 
teachers; they are not required to be residents of 
their respective districts, like the Trustees, and are 
appointed solely by the Mayor. The effect of this 
bill will, therefore, be to add to each Board of Trus- 
tees three officials appointed by Mayor Grace. We 
may infer how he will use this power from the ap- 

ointment he has already made to the one vacancy 
n the Board of Education, which showed that he 
favored the continuation of the reign of Kiernan, 
Keily and Company. The priests would, therefore, 
need only two members in each Board of Trusteesin 
order to control the schools in that ward by the 
help of the three Inspectors. 

Asis known to every one connected with the 
public schools, and as was stated in your paper re- 
cently, there are now in almost every ward two 
Catholic Trustees, and in many wards there are 
three, and these men are trying by underhand 
means to turn the public schools into Roman Cath- 
olic institutions. That statement has not been de- 
nied, except by the ingenuous Mr. Eugene Kelly, 
who expressly based his denial on the list of Trus- 
tees as it ay oe in the School Directory pub- 
lished at the beginning of last year. The School 
Directory for 1881, showing the Trustees appoint- 
ed since Mr. Kelly was Chairman of the Committee 
on Trustees, has just appeared. Dare Mr. Kelly go 
over this Directory and tell the public how many of 
the Trustees are Roman Catholics, or their willing 
tools? At least four more wards have been hand- 
ed over to the priests during the last year, and Mr. 
Kelly declared that the only blame his committee 
deserved was that they had not appointed more 
Roman Catholics as Trustees. If Mr. Merritt’s bill 
becomes law, the priests need not trouble them- 
selves about securing the appointment of any 
more of ** our” men—that will be the effect of the 
bill, and we would like Mr. Merritt to explain if it 
has any other object. The Inspectors now pass 
upon all the applicants for the position of teacher 
at their examination: why should they pass upon 
their qualifications a second time inthe Board of 
Trustees ? 

By a count of the professed Catholic Trustees, 
not half of the real danger to the public schools 
would appear. There are two other classes of 
men who serve the priests’ purposes equally 
well if not better. It is a fact that there 
are now here in America many so-called 
Jesuits “‘of the short coat.” There are now col- 
leges here and abroad where promising young men 
are educated free of charge on condition that they 
afterward serve the Church implicitly, no matter 
what walk of life they may follow, id their teach- 
ers get such acontrol over their minds that they 
cannot afterward throw off the obligation. 
there is another class of men, with no real re- 
ligious opinions, who want an office and find they 
cannot get it without the consent of the priests. 
What is more natural than that such men should 
seek to ingratiate themselves with the powers that 
be, in this City of New-York, by useful service or 
eqrally useful acquiescence in a Board of Trustees 
orin the Board of Education? It is from these 
two classes of men, often Methodists, Dutch Re- 
formed, or skeptics, nominally, that the real danger 
lies, because they are so difficult to detect. 

Is it known what Mr. Jaspar’s sentiments are?

He is the City Superintendent, and no one can be- | 


come a teacher without his consent; he was spoken 
of by the Roman Catholics as “our” candidate 
months before his election; he was the choice of 
Clerk Kiernan. Would the Catholics select for such 
a place one who was not friendly to their plans ? 
Clerk Kiernan, on dit, now receives his messengers 
from the Cardinal in the hall instead of in his ofiice. 
Will some one in the Board of Education kindly 
explain what advantage there isin educating 350 
young ladies yearly as teachers in the Normal Col- 
lege? There is no demand for them; they besiege 
the Trustees and claim a position as aright. Why 
were it not better to adopt a wider plan of study, 
in which girls who do not intend to become teach- 
ers might participate? This technical education is 
certainly not in accordance with the general spirit 
of our public school system; but if it is to be con- 
tinued it would be better to include other occupa- 
tions than teaching, for that profession in this 
City is now crowded, and affords so little chance of 
advancement unless the young lady stands well 
with some good Catholies. 

Let us hope that the Protestant members in the 
Assembly will not allow Mr. Merritt’s bill to pass 
unchallenged, as so many iaws doin which Tam- 
many Hall has an interest; and that they will also 
inquire whether there is any Roman Catholic infiu- 
ence pushing that bill, which provides that the 
State Superintendent shall control the Normal

THE PORK SCARL. 
From the London Telegravh, 

While the pork-cornerers of the American 
Produce Exchanges are yet standing aghast at the 
action of the French Government in prohibiting 
the importation of pork from the United States, 
the Lancet has done good service by pointing out 
the means taken by eminent French men of science 
to discoyer how far the presence of trichingw in 
swine’s flesh can be neutralized by cooking. M. 
Vacher, of Paris, took a leg of pork, of ordinary 
size, and boiled it thoroughly. At the expiration 
of an hour and a half’s boiling, a thermometer 
placed within the meat registered 165° Fahrenheit. 
Tbe leg of pork was then thoroughly “done;” but 
the temperature, M. Vacher holds, is insufficient 
for the destruction of trichinw, and in a joint 
cooked in the ordinary manner they would 
entirely escape the action of boiling water. This 
would have been called by Lord Bacon an “ experl- 
ment solitary,” and it would be advisable for a 
lengthened course of tests to be adopted by ana- 
lysts in different countries to arrive at a satisfacto- 
ry conclusion as to the destructibility or otherwise 
of trichine by boiling. Meanwhile comes from 
Nottingham a strange tale of no fewer than 15 per- 
sons having been poisoned by partaking of pork 
bought at a | aentogier 9 shop. One man has died, it 
is assumed from eating this pork. We say as- 
sumed, since the local officer of health seems to 
think that the infection imputed to the meat in 
question may be due to life germs not discoverable 
to the naked eye. But it is not stated that the pork 
which, it is asserted, has killed one person and in- 
flicted grievous suffering on fourteen others at Not- 
tingham, came from the United States. For aught 
science can tell, trichinosis may be as common just 
now among European swine as among those of the 
United States and Canada.

BISMARCK’S STRENGTH AND WEAKNESS. 
From the London Spectator. 

There is a weakness somewhere in Prince 
Bismarck. If he is to be judged solely by his 
career, there never was aman so strong. He has 
attempted the most terrible undertakings, and has 
succeeded in them all. He engaged Austria to help 
him in wresting Schleswig-Holstein from Denmark, 
then deprived Austria of her share in the spoil; 
then ina seven weeks’ war drove Austria from Ger- 
many, added one-half to his master’s dominions, 
and finally established the hegemony of Prussia. 
While accomplishing these feats he kept Russia 
quiet, soothed the Emperor Napoleon fwith prom- 
ises, and then, when he was no longer trusted, 
marched on Paris, overthrew the Napoleonic Em- 
pire, and clutched two provinces more. Changing 
Germany into an Empire, he has ruled it for 10 years 
with complete success thus far—that he has mas- 
tered a reluctant Courtanda discontented people, 
has kept off all enemies, has controlled all allies, has 
assumed a kind of diplomatic headship in Europe, 
has made the Army far stronger than ever, has filled 
the Treasury, has reduced Parliament to a debatin 
society, and, with Germany at the top of the world, 
has compelled all Germans to accept him as the 
necessary buckler of the country, the one indis- 
pensable man. It is a wonderful career, one which 
only Carlyle could have fittingly described; but 
there is a weakness in the hero, nevertheless. He 
cannot make, or find, or keep, deputy Bismarcks. 
There never was a man of his rank among states- 
men who had such trouble with his agents, who 
failed so utterly to secure the help without which 
any brain however great, any energy however 
mnatchless, must ultimately be exhausted.

As soon as they had gone home, 
Congress delibera'ely hacked at it and 
patched it, until iv «2s no longer what the 
Ute chiefs had acceptec. Then there were 
more negotiations, and, as usual, the In- 
dians finally gave in, and the amended 
agreement was once more signed. The In- 
dians now complain that they have not left 
to themselves enough arable land for sus- 
tenance.

It 
is the inexorable fate of the Indian that he 
shall be cheated in his dealings with the 
white man. In this particular case, the 
Indian may consider himself lucky that he 
has escaped extermination at the hands of 
the brave and hardy freemen of Colorado. 
If the Utes had not given up their lands, 
they would have been driven out by a justly 
indignant white population, bent on occupy- 
ing a tract which was merely usefel as a 
means of subsisting Indians. This hardship 
they have escaped, and yet they are not 
happy. 


It appears from our foreign dispatches 
that Great Britain has been obliged to ask a 
modification of the invitation to the mone- 
tary conference before she could accept it. 
She was entirely unwilling to commit her- 
self directly or indirectly to the adoption of 
bi-metallism. According to the Telegraph, 
Lord Hartirnerox, Secretary of State 
for India, has said that ‘‘ England and India 
would willingly adopt any safe and prudent 
measure which might help to rehabilitate 
silver,” but this is precisely the 
ground taken by India in 1878, and 
it came to _ nothing. An official 
statement has also been made in the Ger- 
man Reichstag that the Federal Government 
were resolved not to deviate from the basis 
laid down for coinage reform, and that ‘‘ the 
suspension of sales of silver did not indicate 
a tendency toward bimetallism.’’ These 
statements from the two most important 
powers invited to the conference show that 
the ardent anticipations of its authors have 
been premature. 


Time hangs heavy on the hands of the 
Legislature, and the problem of occupying 
a four-hours’ session seems to be quite a 
troublesome one. Yesterday’s work affords 
sufficient evidence of the fact that this is the 
day of small measures at Albany, and that 
our legislators are in the mood to be content 
with trifles, if only bills calculated to excite 
serious discussion can be kept out of the way. 
The imperfect acoustic properties of the new 
Senate Chamber, when added to the difliculty 
of being heard in the Assembly Chamber, 
may be a serious bar to vocal exertion on 
the part of the representatives of the people, 
but there are some subjects which might be 
taken up in the Legislature to which listen- 
ers out of doors at least would be com- 
pelled to pay attention. Unfortunately, 
‘most of these subjects are jealously 
guarded in committee, and it might be worth 
while to attempt to get possession of them 
before the time of the session is hopelessly 
frittered away. The question of making hats 
in prisons and that of inflicting capital pun- 
ishment are hardly of sufficient importance 
to disturb the apathy with which the public 
regard the doings of the Solons at Albany. 


TENURE OF OFFICE. 

It is natural that in the discussion going 
on all over the country at the present time 
regarding the reform of the civil service 
there should be some honest differences of 
opinion among those who desire the reform 
as to the means by which it can best be at- 
tained. It is, unfortunately, equally natural 
that this difference of opinion should be 
seized upon by the enemies of the reform, 
and exaggerated and stimulated in every 
possible manner. But the movement is too 
earnest and has gained too much headway 
to be seriously checked in this way. The 
sincere advocates of genuine reform are con- 
stantly gaining strength, and they bring to 
the study of the question a sincerity and 
freshness of interest which cannot be dissi- 
pated or balked by the petty devices of 
their opponents. They will be found sup- 
porting with practical unity and determina- 
tion definite principles easily understood, and 
they will be quite capable of judging official 
acts intelligently by the light of those prin- 
ciples. While there will necessarily be 
minor questions of method on which they 
may not agree, there will always be certain 
principles upon which they do agree, and as 
to which their agreement brings into play a 
new and steadily gaining political force 
which it would be very unwise in party 
leaders to ignore. 

The central principle of the reform is per- 
fectly comprehended by all who are engaged 
in its advocacy. It is very well stated in the 
constitution of the Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation formed in this City last Winter, 
and which is extending its work and its or- 
ganization into every State and Territory of 
the Union. ‘“‘The object of this asso- 
ciation,’’ says its constitution, ‘‘ shall 
be to establish a system of appoint- 
ment, promotion, and removal in the 
civil service, founded upon the principle 
that public office is a public trust, admission 
to which should depend upon proved fit- 
ness,’? This is something which every one 
can understand. How ‘‘fitness’’ shall be 
‘* proved’’ is a question of method, though 
one of prime importance. For the great 
body of subordinate positions the answer is 
very easy, because it is furnished by an am- 
ple and conspicuous experience both at home 
and abroad. ‘The best practical test of fitness 
is an open competitive examination, fol- 
lowed by a reasonable period of probation. 
This test has been carefully and extensively 
applied in this country and in Great Britain, 
and its excellence no longer admits of doubt. 
The question of the tenure of office is, if not 
more difficult, oneon which there is more 
variety of opinion. But it is also to be said 
that it is one of lessimportance. Tenure for 
good behavior, ,especially where promo- 
tion is regulated by a fair reference to 
proved fitness and to length of service, is 
obviously an element of strength in certain 
branches of the service. Tenure for a con- 
siderable term affords nearly as many ad- 
vantages and is open to fewer objections. 
But neither is absolutely essential to an ef- 
fective reform of our. own service, and 
tenure which could be disturbed only for 
causes strictly defined by law, unless ad- 
mission and promotion were firmly con- 
trolled by fitness, would be a_ positive 
evil. The great difficulty of the service now 
is that appointments and removals are too 
generally made for political reasons. But 
if appointments were confined to those who 
had established their superior fitness by com- 
petition and probation, there would be very 
little trouble from arbitrary removals, be- 
cause there would be no motive for 
them. The head of a department would 
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not dismiss an efficient officer for 
political motives if he could not replace him 
at his own discretion with a political favorite. 
A reasonably secure tenure would neces- 
sarily follow the establishment of appoint- 
ments and promotions based on fairly ascer- 
tained fitness. 

But without this condition to appoint- 
ment and promotion, a fixed tenure, whether 
for ‘‘ good behavior’ or for a long term, 
would be a very great evil in itself. It 
would tend to interfere with the proper sub- 
ordination and discipline which are neces- 
sary to an energetic performance of busi- 
ness. There are many just and needful 
causes of removal in the service, which can- 
not be defined in the statutes, and which 
might not always be capable of de- 
monstration to a board of Commissioners 
empowered to see that removals are for 
cause. It is a well-established fact in busi- 
ness enterprises that prompt removal, at 
discretion, in the hands of a responsible per- 
son is essential to good work. It is none 
the less so in the public service. The plan 
of a fixed tenure for a term of years 
is particularly bad, because, besides the 
inconvenience of inadequate control on 
the part of responsible superior officers, 
it would intensify the pressure on the appoint- 
ing power toward the close of the terms, 
whereas, whatever the tenure, the certainty 
that appointments could be made only 
after competition and probation would 
go far toward removing this pressure. 
It is to be hoped that Mr. Gar- 
FIELD will not limit his recommendations 
for reform to the barren one that tenure be 
fixed and the causes of removal be defined. 
That would be a very inadequate means of 
reform, and unless accompanied by a system 
of appointments governed by ascertained 
merit, would bea delusive one. If the lat- 
ter system be thoroughly carried out, the 
suggestion of the President would become 
unimportant. 





THE CONTROL OF THE SENATE. 


On the whole, and considering that the 
Democrats are in a majority in the Senate, 
the arrangement of the committees, as made 
by the Democratic caucus, is as liberal as 
might be expected. It should be borne in 
mind that the Democratic majority in the 
Senate insecure, and that everybody 
feels that any distribution of their portion 
of the spoils is by no means permanent. 
It customary for the majority to 
allow the minority at least one Chairman- 
ship of a committee in order that they 
may have one committee room in which 
they may-establish a head-quarters. In the 
last Congress the Republicans were given 
three committee Chairmanships: Private 
Land Claims, Revolutionary Claims, and 
Engrossed Bills. This order is preserved in 
the new allotment of committees, and Sena- 
tors EpMuNnpDs, ANTHONY, and CoNELING, 
severally, remain at the heads of those com- 
mittees in the order in which they are here 
named. There has been a great exodus 
of Democratic Senators, and this has 
brought many light-weight men of their 
party to. the front. Senator JoHNsTon 
takes the place of Mr. Earon as 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, and Senator GROVER succeeds Mr. 
RANDOLPH in the Chairmanship of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. Jonzs, of Florida, 
another light-weight, is Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Lands, in place of Mc- 
DonaLp. Senators BuTterR and GARLAND 
change places on the Committee on Terri- 
tories, BuTLER displacing GARLAND as 
Chairman, and the latter taking BuTLER’s 
former position as the second man on the 
committee. Most of the hold-over Demo- 
cratic Senators who were Chairmen of com- 
mittees remain undisturbed. 
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The most notable change in the Chairman- 
ships is the accession of Senator Davip Da- 
vis, of Illinois, to the head of the Judiciary 
Committee in place of Mr. THurMan. In 
the last Congress, Judge Davis was fifth in 
the list of members of that commitiee, 
standing between the Democrats and the 
Republicans in his highly successful charac- 
ter as political ‘' buffer,’’ or cushion. His 
advancement to the head of the committee 
is understood to be an open offer for him to 
ally himself with the Democratic majority. To 
accept a position so influential as this would 
be a tacit acknowledgment of fealty to the 
party conferring the honor. It certainly 
would not be seemly for the Chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee to vote against the 
majority in the Senate. When one under- 
stands something of the personal ambitions, 
the heart-burnings, and the private jealousies 
which enter into the schemes for the division 
of places on the standing committees of the 
Senate, one cannot fail to be interested in 
the outcome of the caucus of the Senate 
majority. In the House there is no caucus 
for the arrangement of the committees, 
The Speaker, having consulted with the party 
leaders, and having listened with non-com- 
mittal smiles to the petitions and suggestions 
of the members of the House, makes up his 
list of committees with autocratic power. 
As the Senate is theoretically a continuous 
body, there is always in existence a frame- 
work for each standing commiitee. The gaps 
made by ‘‘casualties’’ are filled up at the 
beginning of each new Congress. In tue 
House the same long agony is repeated 
whenever that body is newly organized and 
a Speaker is chosen. 

The Republicans had hoped to reorganize 
the Senate at the beginning of this session. 
They had not calculated on losing three of 
their number by calls into the Cabinet, and 
one by death. This unforeseen subtraction 
of four Republicans leaves the minority in a 
helpless situation. It is complained that the 
majority have acted unfairly in thus reor- 
ganizing the Senate while that body is not 
full. This is unfortunate for the minority, 
but there is every reason to suppose 
that they would have done the same 
thing if the relative positions of parties in 
the Senate were reversed and the Republi- 
cans were able to do what the Democrats 
are doing. The Republican Senators, in 
order to throw upon the Democratic ma- 
jority all responsibility for ‘‘ the new deal,” 
have refused to give any assistance in mak- 
ing up the committees, This isa logical posi- 
tion, since the Republicans protest against 
any revision of the committees at this 
time. On the other hand, the Demo- 
crats are quite right in insisting on a 
reorganization of the committees. Nomina- 
tions from the President should be referred 
to their appropriate committees before being 
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acted upon by the Senate, and there can be 
no fair arrangement of committees from 
which nearly one-third of the Senate is ex- 
cluded. But, in any case, the party in the 
majority have the power and the disposition 
to revise the committees, and this would be 
done even although there were no real neces- 
sity for the reorganization. The Democrats 
are only doing their best to take care of 
themselves while they have the chance. 

When the four existing vacancies in the 
Republican portion of the Senate are filled, 
it is supposed that the minority will be 
changed to a majority. But this involves 
two important points: MAHONE must vote 
with the Republicans, and the Vice-Presi- 
dent must vote as provided in the Constitu- 
tion, which allows him a vote only when 
the Senate is equally divided. It is be- 
lieved that Mr. Manone will vote with 
the Republicans in the organization of 
the Senate; and there is no reason 
to suppose that Vice-President ARTHUR 
will depart from the precedent which has 
been established by his predecessors, There 
is nothing to prevent the Republicans from 
upsetting the new arrangement of Senate 
committees, whenever they have votes 
enough to do it. They may accomplish 
this during the present session of the Senate, 
or they may be obliged to wait until the be- 
ginning of the regular session, in December 
next. The main point in all this business 
is the control of the patronage of the 
Senate. If the Republicans fail to 
secure a majority now, the Democratic 
officers, clerks, and employes of the Senate 
will keep their places (and draw their pay) 
until next December. Ifa Republican ma- 
jority comes in, a large number of willing 
patriots will be at once provided with op- 
portunities to serve their country. So it 
will be seen that no great political princi- 
ple, no element of constitutional liberty, is 
involved in the courteous but determined 
contest which is now imminent. Senators 
think a great deal of their places on the 
but they think very 
much more of holding the control of the 
Senate. 


CANAL ‘POLICY OF THE ‘STATE. 


The question of the future management of 
the canal that connects Lake Erie with the 
Hudson River is deservedly occupying an 
unusual share of attention in this State just 
now. The Canal Board, on the recommen- 
dation of both branches of the Legislature, 
has decided to abolish all tolls on westward- 
bound freight, in the hope of thereby 
inducing a reduction of freight charges 
and an increase in the volume of 
trafic going East. Among the propositions 
which have either been brought before the 
Legislature or officially urged upon its at- 
tention is one removing the constitutional 
restriction upon expenditures for repairs and 
improvements, one looking to the entire 
abolition of State tolls, one providing fora 
railway along the berme bank, by which 
locomotive power could be applied for the 
towage of boats, and one having in view the 
transfer of the canal to the national, 
Government for the purpose of being en- 
larged and maintained as a ship canal. 
That these and other similar propositions 
should ‘be brought forward at this time may 
be taken as indicating a general recognition 
of the need of a new departure in canal 
management, and an awakening to the fact 
that our canal system is antiquated and in 
danger of dropping out of the important 
place it has held in the general scheme of 
transportation between the lakes and the sea- 
board. 

How much of its growth and wealth the 
City of New-York owes to the Erie Ca- 
nal it is impossible to calculate. The two 
natural outlets of the great producing re- 
gions of the interior of this continent are 
the Mississippi and the St. Lawrence Rivers. 
The former, with its navigable branches, 
drains avast and productive territory, but 
one whose commercial development came 
late. The course of the latter from 
the great Jakes to the ocean is inter- 
rupted by the vast cataract of Niagara 
and the rapids of own upper 
stream. With time the appliances for send- 
ing merchandise down the Mississippi will 
be multiplied, and the Government of Can- 
ada is spending millions to overcome the ob- 
stacles to the navigation of the St. Lawrence 
by means of ship canals. These two great 
natural water-ways are destined to play 
a part of increasing importance in 
the commerce of this continent. The spe- 
cial advantage of New-York consists in its 
unsurpassed situation as a sea-port and in the 
fact that the Appalachian system of moun- 
tain barriers is cleft by the Hudson River, 
opening a channel of communication to its 
western side. The navigation of the Hud- 
son would be by itself a matter of small 
moment, but the Mohawk Valley shows the 
way to the lakes and the great region tribu- 
tary to their commerce. Long before the 
Mississippi gave promise of becoming 
a highway of traffic, or ever the cir- 
cumventing of the obstructions of the 
St. Lawrence was thought of, the 
foresight of Gov. Cirnron and his co- 
workers led to the connection of the lakes 
with the Hudson River and the Harbor of 
New-York by the slender water line of the 
Erie Canal. This first tapping of the inland 
seas started the Empire City on its way to 
commercial supremacy. Will it maintain 
its advantage as the traflic of the Mississippi 
and the St. Lawrence expands under the im- 
pulse of improvement and encouragement? 

Since the Erie Canal was opened the 
great railway system of the country has 
been built up, but it has never been able to 
counteract the advantages of waterways 
where they naturally exist or are main- 
tained in efficient form. No small part of 
the value of the Erie Canal has been in the 
check it has exerted upon raflroad charges 
and the tendency to monopoly in transporta- 
tion. But the vast net-work of transporta- 
tion lines is growing year by year, and 
threatens to dwarf this one thread of 
water into insignificance and overcome 
its influence. Is the water communication 
between the lakes and this Harbor, with all 
its incidental advantages, to be maintained 
in the competition of the future? After 
more than fifty years the Erie Canal remains 
little diffierent from what it was at the start. 
Its navigation is antiquated. It floats only 
the old-fashioned craft; its locks are worked 
slowly and clumsily as of yore; the mule 
still plods the tow-path as the propelling 
power, and the State gathers toll of the 
boatmen on each passing cargo. The Con- 
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stitution forbids the alienation of the 
canals from the State’s possession and pro- 
hibits the expenditure upon their improve- 
ment in any one year of more than the earn- 
ings of the twelvemonth preceding, and 
there are men still living who argue for the 
policy of making them pay directly into the 
State Treasury for their own maintenance. 
The Erie Canal paid for itself long ago, and 
directly and indirectly it has paid many 
times over the cost of its needed improve- 
ment. If it 1s to hold its place in the trans- 
portation system, and continue its contribu- 
tion to the greatness of this port and the 
wealth of the State, the capacity of the canal 
will have to be enlarged, and the facilities 
for its navigation increased, and a liberal 
policy will have to characterize its future 
management. The way may as well be 
cleared for an impending change. 


THE PEA-NUT BILL. 


The bill recently introduced into the 
House of Representatives by the Hon. Mr. 
Ouders, of Arizona, and entitled ‘‘an act 
for the protection of railway travelers,’’ de- 
serves careful consideration. It provides 
that when any man or boy shall be accused 
of eating pea-nuts on a railway passenger 
train it shall be the duty of a conductor to 
instantly impanel a jury of five male passen- 
gers, before whom the offender shall be 
tried, and whose verdict shall be final. 
case the accused shall be found guilty, he is 
to be bound hand and foot and thrown from 
the rear platform while the train is running at 
a speed of not less than twenty miles per hour. 
The record of a conviction by a jury of pea- 
nut-eating jurisdiction shall be a bar to any 
suit for damages which may be brought by 
any convicted person who survives the in- 
fliction of the penalty provided by this act. 
The bill further provides that the railway 
company shall in all cases make an allow- 
ance of $2 each to jurymen, and that the 
brakeman shall be charged with the execu- 
tion of all sentences. 


The extent to which the loathsome vice 
of publicly eating pea-nuts prevails in this 
country is well adapted to shake our faith 
in the efficacy of free government. It is 
usually found to coexist with that other terri- 
bly prevalent vice, abstinence from smoking. 
Those unhappy victims of their own pervert- 
ed tastes who are unable either to smoke or 
to breathe in comfort air which has been 
disinfected and perfumed with tobacco 
smoke are almost certain to be addicted to 
pea-nuts, while the upright and moral man 
who sits in the smoking car, and patriotically 
does his part in swelling the revenues of the 
national Government, is seldom guilty of 
pea-nut eating. It may be urged, in accord- 
ance with the doctrine of Jonn SruartT 
MILL, that ,as society has no right to 
punish offenses which injure no one 


but the perpetrators, we have no 


right to legislate against pea-nut eating. - 


Granting, for the sake of argument, that the 
pea-nut eater has a right to degrade himself 
below the level of a dozen distinct beasts by 
eating pea-nuts, society has, nevertheless, a 
clear right to protect itself against the out- 
rages which the pea-nut eater inflicts upon it. 
The odor exhaled by crushed pea-nuts is un- 
questionably the most infamous odor known, 
Even the resources of chemistry have been 
able to produce nothing worse in the line of 
smells than kakodyle, which is conceded to 
be only a faint copy of the characteristic 
pea-nut smell. Wherever pea-nutsare eaten, 
men and women are partially suffocated, and 
their noses are subjected to the most intoler- 
able insult, but the pea-nut felon who makes a 
railway car the theatre of his wickedness mul- 
tiplies greatly the enormity of his crime. In 
the Winter the American railway traveler 
insists upon having the car hermetically 
sealed against the outer air and the stoves 
heated to their utmost capacity. Into the 
atmosphere thus carefuliy exhausted of all 
vitality and impregnated with poisonous 
gases, the pea-nut eater deliberately brings 
the atrocious odor of his unspeakable food. 
The effect is far worse than is the ordinary 
effect of pea-nut eating in the open air. The 
wretch’s fellow-passengers have no redress, 
and they undergo torments to which those of 
a sea-sick passenger on board a steam-ship 
are as the joys of Paradise to the pangs of 
purgatory. 

Of the necessity of some legislative action 
looking toward the suppression of public 
pea-nut eating there can be no doubt, but 
whether Mr. Ouders’s bill fully meets the re- 
quirements of the case may be doubted. 
The provision that requires that the train 
shall be running ata speed of not less than 
twenty miles an hour clearly needs to be 
amended. At that speed not more than 50 
per cent. of convicted pea-nut eaters would 
be killed. If the brakeman carefully throws 
the felon so that he will alight on his head 
on a pile of stones the result will probably be 
satisfactory; but what security has the pub- 
lic that the brakeman will always be careful 
and intelligent, and that he will not be 
bribed by the pea-nut wretch to drop him in 
a pool of soft mud? It will not do to re- 
quire that the train shall attain a speed of 
fifty miles an hour at the moment of execu- 
tion, for this would often be impracticable, 
and a door would thus be opened for the 
escape of the guilty, A far better plan 
would be to have the pea-nut villain knocked 
on the head with a club before throwing 
him from the train; but even this provision 
might be violated by a brakeman who should 
be bribed to administer a blow so gentle that 
no pea-nut eating skull would be materially 
injured by it. 

What is needed is a penalty swift, certain, 
and terrible; one which would at once rid 
the train of the polluting presence of the 
pea-nut wretch and strike terror into his 
companions in crime. Were the law to pro- 
vide that the convicted pea-nut eater should 
be conveyed, bound and gagged, to the bag- 
gage car, and then subjected for half an 
hour to the conversation of the passenger 
who is always talking about the weather, the 
crops, and politics, to helpless strangers, the 
felon would be adequately punished for his 
crime. With the view of preventing him 
again relapsing into criminal courses, he 
might, at the expiration of the half hour of 
torture, be fastened by a rope to the rear 
platform and towed behind the train. By 
this process he would be distributed evenly 
and in small and unimportant particles over 
many miles of track, and while his funeral 
expenses would thus be saved there would 
be no opportunity for a designing and un- 
principled Coroner to convert an act intended 
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for the SaseAt’-of the: counusmuahy Soto pankales Selenite ‘shaccseatiammiin aed of the community into a 
means of personal profit, 

We should deal with the pea-nut eater, 
not in a spirit of vengeance, but with a sole 
view to the public interest. We should 
punish him with severity, but at the same 
time without the slightest appearance of 
cruelty. The bill now before the House 
will, if properly amended, accomplish in- 
calculable good, and it is to be hoped that 
it will be amended in accordance with the 
suggestions above made. 


In another column will be found a new 
phase of the discussion in regard to the alterations 
and restorations of the Cypriote statues in the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. Mr. G. L. Fevar- 
DENT, in support of his accusations directed toward 
Gen. Di Cesnoxa, presents side by side two arto- 
type prints of the statue known as the No. 22, the 
figure of a priest. The print No. 1 is the 
statue as it is seen to-day—a copy of the 
photograph now for sale in the Metropo'itan Mu- 
seum. This figure is perfect, and nothing is want- 
ing. The right arm is entire, and the fingers hold 
the patera. Print No. 2, which is on the same page 
of Mr. Fevarpent’s card, shows the statue with- 
out the wrist of the right arm, minus the whole 
hand, and without any patera. The second pic- 
ture is an accurate copy of a photograph now in 
the possession of a well-known art museum 
in this country, and the authenticity of 
this copy cannot be disputed. In reply 
to the charges made by Mr. FEvARDENT, printed 
in the report of the Trustees of the Metropolitan 
Museum, the following may be found: “We find 
the right hand to be a solid, unbroken part of the 
statue against the side of which it is supported.” 
Mr. FevarpDEentT asserted that the right arm 
and right hand were procured from a_ frag- 
ment of another statue while the collection was 
in his gallery in London, but that now the points 
of junction, which were quite apparent then, have 
been completely hidden. To this Gen. Dr Czesnoza 
made this flat denial: ‘‘The right hand had never 
been broken away from the statue, but is part of 
the solid stone.”’ In Mr. FevarpeEnt’s artotype is 
given in detailthe mortice hole in the statue, into 
which the dowel was inserted that held the right 
hand and the patera. Itis then absolutelv certain 
that the hand was broken, and the lower portion 
of the arm and wrist, the band with the patera, 
were detached from the figure. It may be noticed 
that Gen. Dr Crsnoua, on seeing the print No. 2, 
said to a representative of Tue Times, “It 
is entirely new to me. It certainly does not 
represent the appearance of the statue when it was 
discovered by me.” The Director of the Museum, 
for the most part, devotes his attention to im- 
press on tne public the fact that these 
attacks havé been made on him through the 
spite or jealousy of Mr. Fecarpenr. What may 
have been Mr. FevarpDent’s motives in charging 
Gen. Dr Cesnoua with the alteration of the statues 
are not so important tothe public asthe absolute 
disproof {of the accusations made against the 
Director of the Museum. Here is a statue 
exhibited to-day apparently in a perfect 
condition. The committes who examine 
it declare it to be in perfect condition, to be solid 
—that the right hand is an unbroken part of the 
statue. Itisto be studied by artists, prints of it 
are to be made and sold, distributed throughout al! 
the museums of the world as the absolute form of 
a statue, constructed, imagined, and fashioned by 
Cyprian inspiration. and here comes another pic- 
ture of the same statue, showing how it was muti- 
lated, without a right hand and patera. Now, 
which of these two statues is the correct one? 
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When, a few years ago, public attention was 
called to the great and increasing number of gradu- 
ates from law schools in this City, it was made ap- 
parent that many of the Alumni hardly possessed 
the preliminary education so necessary to fit them 
for the intelligent exercise of their professional 
duties. Young men with only the barest rudiments 
of acommon school education, and some, in fact, 
who had advanced but very little beyond “the 
three R's,” thronged the portals of the professional 
schools, and after attending one, two, or three 
courses of lectures were duly licensed by the hun- 
dred to take charge of the litigated business of the 
community. Judges and lawyers after a while 
awoke to the necessity of some reform 
whereby the system of grinding out lawyers 
en masse should be put a stop to. There 
was much agitation of the subject, the outcome 
of which was the enactment of statutory pro- 
visions under which the Court of Appeals acted in 
making a distinction between the offices of attor- 
ney aud counselor, and in prescribing certain ad- 
ditional qualifications as to the length of the period 
of study, &c., the tendency of which unquestion- 
ably has been the elevation of the profession. Itis 
a little unfortunate, to say the least, that the effect 
of the provisions should have been nullified to 
the extent they have, by the special statutes which 
have been passed by successive Legislatures ex- 
empting the students of certain favored institu- 
tions from the operation of the rules established by 
the court of last resort. There is a prospect, how- 
ever, that this system of exceptions will be puta 
stop to speedily, and that ere long the factof a 
man’s admission to the positions of attorney and 
counselor will imply his possession of the requisite 
professional education. This, of course, has nothing 
to do with the man’s general education, and just 
here it is where the law falls short of what it ought 
to be. 

Speculations about the weather are not whol- 
ly useless if we are to accept the testimony of Prof. 
J. Hyatt, who has been engazed for a long time in 
studying the relations between the phases of the 
moon and the rainfall at certain stations. It has 
long been known that when the moon is full the 
sky is most likely to be clear—this is not only the 
testimony of sailors and farmers, but also of emi- 
nent astronomers and scientific men. It appears 
that the rays of the full moon have the power to 
dispel clouds, and it therefore seems not un- 
reasonable to suppose that the moon exerts an 
appreciable influence upon the weather. Prof. 

IyaTr’s observations have led him to divide the 
lunar month, of about 2944 days, into eight 
periods, or octants, of 3 2-3 days each, and he has 
found that every lunation is apt to acquire its 
character as regards rainfall within the first octant. 
or within 3 2-3 days from the time of the new moon. 
It also appears that the same kind of weather, as 
regards temperature, cloudiness, or rain, is apt to 
occur on or about the same day of the week, or, 
more accurately, at the same stage in the lunar 
quarters. A number of instances are given, ex- 
tending over a considerable period of time, 
which seem to bear out the truth of these 
conclusions with remarkable accuracy, and 
it would seem that if 7-10 of an inch 
or more of rain falls within 3 23 days 
of the new moon, the entire lunation is very 
likely to be a wet one; butif very little rain falls 
during that time, the remaining seven-eighths of 
the lunation wil! probably be dry. These observa- 
tions verify the old saying that the first three days 
rule the month. As aresult of observations con- 
ducted at two localities, extending over a period 
of three years, the rule has been found to hold 
good inat least eleven cases out of twelve, and 
they would doubtless hold good forall places in the 
hilly country between the Appalachians and the At- 
lantic, not too near either the sea or the mountains. 
Such conclusions are only reliable for places simi- 
larly situated, since peculiarities of location, eleva- 
tion, the prevailing direction of the wind, &¢., 
necessarily affect the result, and these characteris- 
tics must be studied foreach place. The distribu- 
tion of rainfall is very irregular throughout the 
year; two or three dry, or two or three wet, luna- 
tions are apt to be grouped together. 
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Notwithstanding that the Marquis of Harr- 
ineton has declared the intention of the Govern- 
ment of England to abandon Kandahar, and that 
that abandonment has already commenced, there 
are still ardent politicians who are not content with 
such astep. They are more or less touched with 
Russophobia, and, therefore, slightly rabid upon 
the question of retaining the principal cities of 
Afghanistan. A meeting held yesterday in London 
passed resolutions declaring that at least Kandahar 
should be retained. Of the speakers, which in- 
cluded Lord Dunraven, Sir Ropert Peet, and Sir 
Ricuarp Tempter, none but Sir Ricuarp Tem- 
pre has ever set a foot upon Afghan soil. 
When the last was Governor of Bombay 
he collected mule transports in Kuttywar, Sind, 
and Khelat for the Kandahar column, and made a 
great deal of fuss overa light railway which had 
been surveyed in the direction of the Bolan Pass 


and was intended ultimately to connect India di- 

rectly with Kandahar. He rode with a certain 
amount of éciat to Kandahar, and doubtless had 
every opportunity of examining its citadel, canton- 

ments, and position. His opinion, therefore, on 
the subject discussed at the London meeting would 
be entitled to some value—more, at all events, than 


could possibly attach to the opinions of men like 
Lord DunraveEN and Sir Rozerr Peer, who merely 
repeat, parrot-like, the arguments which have 
been put forward times without number by Sir 
Henry Rawuryson and other anti-Russian theo 
retical enlighteners ot the world upon Central 
Asian affairs. Unfortunately, however, Sir Ric 
ARD TEMPLE, years before he entered Kandahar, 
had identified himself with the Anglo-Indian 
Party of Russophobists, so that his visit 
there could only be used by him to 
strengthen a preconceived conviction. Those 
who have entered through the great passes of 
Afghanistan, and who had no prejudices about 
“‘keys of India” or any other shibboleth of Russo- 
phobians, are, for the most part, of opinion that it 
would be impossible for Russia to invade India 
successfully either through the Khyber, the Kurrum 
Valley, or the Bolan. It is true that India has been 
invaded on several memorable occasions by means 
of one or other of these routes; but what Raw: 
Lrxson’s disciples do not dwell upon sufficiently 
isthe fact that none of these invaders had a 
combined power like that of England to meet them 
the moment they debouched from any of the 
Afghan passes. When ALEXANDER the Great 
entered India that country was split up into a num- 
ber of petty sovereignties, which were jealous of 
each other instead of being animated by one com: 
tmaon determination to allow no foreigner to con- 
quer Hindustan. It was the same when Bazer, 
the same when Naprr Shah, invaded’ India. 
But the case is altered now completely. 
India, from the Hindu Koosh to Cape Como- 
rin, is practically one vast nationality held 
together by English rule, and it is impossible to be- 
lieve that a Russian force, after marching over hun- 
dreds of miles of Central Asia’s arid steppes, and 
through the transport-demoralizing and cattle-kill- 
ing passes of Afghanistan, could ever be successful 
against the armed strength, fresh and unexhausted, 
which Hindustan could hurl against it the moment 
it made its appearance in the vicinity of the Indus.

Mrs. Carrington was the Arline, and introduced 
in the second act a waltz song adapted for her by 
Mr. Caryl Florio, for which she received much ap- 
Miss Annandale, as the Queen, also in- 
terpolated a song which she sang with considera- 
ble effect, and for which she was recalled. Mr. 
Perugini was the Thaddeus, and a very 
tame one at that, and Mr. Conly the Deivilshoof, in 
which he was effective. supplying some good sing- 
ing in place of the usual ineffective vocal feats of 
the persons assigned to this réle. These four ar- 
tists, however, made sad work of their con- 
certed music. The quartet in the second 
act was a travesty on music. The tenor wan- 
dered at his own sweet will, the soprano was 
out of tune, and of course the work 
of the other two was spoiled. But, with this ex- 
ception, there was nothing conspicuously poor, 
and though there was nothing exciting or of par- 
ticular interest, the opera proceeded fairly well. 
Perhaps an exception should be made in the case 
of Mr, Tilla, who sings the second tenor parts, and 
exhibited last night, as he has done before, a re- 
markable faculty for being absurd, without con- 
tributing to the legitimate amusement of the au- 
dience. To-night ‘‘Carmen’’ will be repeated for 
the benefit of Mme.

MR. FRANZ RUMMEL’S RECITAL, 

The third of this artist’s series, yesterday 
afternoon, at Steinway Hall, proved to be one of 
the most interesting musical events of its kind, and 
attracted alarge audience.

BITUARY. 
AEE EEE 
BARON CARL J. VON JENA. 
Baron Carl Joseph von Jena, a native of 
Liegnitz, Germany, and a member of one of the 
oldest of the noble families of Prussia, died sud- 
denly in this City on Wednesday afternoon. Baron 
yon Jena was a son of Major yon Jena, of the Prus- 


sian Army, who fell at the storming of the Fortress 
of Duppel during the Danish war of 1864. The Von 
Jena family dates back as far as the thirteenth 
century and has figured prominently in the history 
of Prussia. Baron von Jena was educated in the 
high schools of Germany, and was afterward 
graduated as a Midshipman from the German Naval 
Academy. During the Franco-Prussian war, he 
served first as a Midshipman, and afterward as an 
Ensign, and was stationed the most of the time in 
the North Sea. After the war he entered the Ger- 
man Army as a Lieutenant of dragoons. In 1876 he 
left the Army and spent some time in Silesia, 
studying the management of estates, prepara- 
tory to entering into possession of a_ large 
estate in Prussia inherited from his grandfather. 
In the Spring of 1880 he came to the United States 
on a pleasure trip, intending to spend some time in 
hunting in the West. He made many friends and 
acquaintances in New-York and elsewhere in this 
country, including Skaneateles, N. Y., where he 
spent the last Summer. He met there and became 
engaged to Miss Porter, daughter of Mr. James E. 
Porter, of that place. He left in the Fall fora 
short visit to Germany, and returned in January 
last, intending to be married soon. ‘The first tew 
weeks he spent in this ‘eo During this time he 
contracted a heavy cold, that resulted in a tetanic 
affection of the muscles, from which he died, after 
about 24 hours’ iJlness, at 2 P. M. on Wednesday. 
His health had been previously undermined by an 
attack of malarial fever, contracted in the West 
last Fall. He died at the residence of a relative of 
Miss Porter, where he was staying, and that young 
lady was present at his death. Baron von Jena 
was only 30 years old. He had a liberal education, 
and was endowed with a high order of intelligence 
and possessed varied accomplishments. His bod 

will be sent to Germany by the steam-ship Mosel, 
of the North German Line, which sails on Saturday.

Mr. Kelsey has been Secretary of State for 10 
years, and has grownrich onits fees and emolu- 
ments. By his grasping avarice he has made him- 
self specially obnoxious to the Republicans of the 
State, and though he isthe brains of the Demo- 
cratic Party, he is not popular among his own 
camp-followers. The passage of the resolution di- 
recting that suit be brought against him for fees 


alleged to have been illegally taken from the State 
Treasury is virtuallyan act of impeachment that 


leaves no rcomfor any other disposition of his 
nomination. The rejection seems to be so conclu- 
sively decided upon that the Republican Senatorial 
caucus discussed the propriety of continuing the 
session until April 6. Mr. Kelsey’s term as Secre- 
tary will then have expired, and if the Governor 
should, after his rejection, be‘disinclined to make 
any further nomination, he will then be forced to 
make one to fill the vacancy? Jt is mtimated that 
the Governor feels himself released from his oblt- 
gations to Mr. Kelsey by the renomination, and that, 
in the event of Mr. Kelsey’s rejection, he will send 
in the name of Gordon, of New-Brunswick, for 
Secretary. 

The nomination of Duryea is not such a one as 
commends itself to the judgment of most of the 
Senators. Mr. Duryea isa young lawyer of New- 
ark, who has nothing else than his wealth to rec- 
ommend him. He was formerly a member of As- 
sembly, and displayed no such parts in perfecting 
the legislation of tlfe session as might have singled 
him out for the promotion which the Governor has 
seen fitto give him. He is said to be the State- 
house ring candidate for the place, and that he will 
prere if confirmed, to be a pliant tool in the ring’s 

ands. There is no disposition among the Senators 
to prolong the hold of the members of that ring 
upon the fat places in the State. Nor wi'l Mr. Lav- 
erty escape Senatorial criticism. The main point 
against the reappointment of Keeper Mott is the 
cruelty with which he treats prisoners in his keep- 
ing. Twoorthree years ago he was tried before 
an investigating committee for an alleged act of 
cruelty that resulted in the death of a convict. 
Sheriff Laverty, who was a witness on that occa- 
sion for Gen. Mott, not only indorsed Mr. Mott’s 
conduct, but testified that he would have pursued 
a course of treatment that would have been even 
more severe. His pointed testimony before that 
committee will probably be used with much weicht 
against him in executive session, when the question 
of his confirmation is up. 

The House passed the Reapportionment Dill 
after the Democrats had consumed most of the day 
in tilibustering against it. In the Senate, the Fire 
and Police Life Tenure bill was amended so as to 
become applicable May 10, after the Spring elec- 
tions, and ordered to a third reading. The bill 
that forbids the employment of more than 50 con- 
victs at one industry in State prison was defeated 
in the House. 
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MORE MEXICAN RAILWAY SCHEMES 
TWO NEW LINES PROJECTED BY ASSOCIA- 
TIONS IN BOSTON. 

Boston, March 10.—Two more Mexican rail- 
road projects, for which charters have recently 
been obtained under the ‘general law of this State 
providing for the incorporation of companies to 
build and operate railroads in foreign countries, 
are attracting attention. These are the Sinaloa 
and:Durango Railroad Company, and the Texas, 
Topolobampo and Pacific Railroad and Telegraph 
Company. The latter appears to be the more im- 
portant of the two, or, at least, it is the more exten- 
sive and ambitious. It comprehends a main line, 
about 550 miles in length, running from Eagle Pass, 
on the Rio Grande, where now is the terminus of 


the Texas system of railroads, across the country 
to Topolobampo Bay, a point about 180 miles above 
Mazatlan, on the Pacific coast. The line is to run 
across the country in a general south-westerly di- 
rection, crossing the Mexican Central, and thus 
connecting with the Mexican system of railroads, 
as already arranged. The route is said to be sub- 
stantially that surveyed by A. R. Owen, for the 
survey of which Congress was once asked to 
make an_ appropriation. It is described as 
exceptionally favorable. At least two-thirds of the 
distance is over table-lands, and the remainder is 
through mountain passes. The country is also de- 
scribed as rich in minerals and agricultural lands. 
Of the capacity of Topolobampo Bay, it is said that 
it is larger than the harbors of New-York, Brook- 
lyn, and Jersey City combined, and affords 
abundant shipping facilities. The scheme is 
yet on paper, and the grants and concessions, 
which are so essentialin Mexican railway projects, 
are yet to be obtained. Gen. Butler, who is now 
on a yachting cruise in his yacht Young America, is 
saidto be one of a committee of the projectors 
now on its way to Mexico to confer with the Mexican 
authoritiesin regard to these matters, and it is also 
stated that Gen. Grant is interested in the matter. 
The incorporators include Major Prince, of this City, 
Judge J.G. Abbott, Gen. Butler, E. A. Pratt, G. 
W. Simmons, T. A. Dodge, T. B. Lewis, U. 8. Grant, 
Jr., and E. A. Buck, of New-York; J. B. Price, of 
Jefferson City, Mo.; Jesu Escobar, of El Paso Del 
Norte; B. R. Carmen, of Mazatlan, Mexico; A. R. 
Owen, of Chester, Penn., and W. 8. Chapman, of 
San Francisco. 

The other project, the Sinaloa and Durango line, 
proposes to make Altata, on tue Gulf of California, 
the seaport of Culiacan, the capital of the State 
of Sinaloa, its terminus. It is to run in an easterly 
and north-easterly direction about 200 miles, 
to Durango, where it will connect with 
the Mexican Central. The company is 
said to have obtained, through Mr. Robert R. 
Symons, concessions in exemption from taxation 
and import duties on material used in constructing 
the road, and grants of money and lands, 
similar to those now enjoyed by the Mexi- 
can Central and Sonora Roads. It also 
possesses valuable dock privileges at Altata. 
The condition on which they are given is that the 
company shall build a third-rate light-house on the 
harbor coast. The main portion of the road is to 
be through a level farming country, with 
many villages, and nowhere along the line, 
even across the mountains, are there 
many engineering difficulties. Only one tunnel, it 
is said, will have to be built. The organization has 
just been effected, with Thomas M. Hart as Presi- 
dent, Robert R. Symons as Vice-President, 
and Spencer W. Richardson as Treasurer. Among 
the incorporators are Elijah Smith, C. W. 
Pierce, H. W. Dodd, E. D. Barbour, J. 8. Cumston, 
and F. L. Higginson, of Boston; W. H. Hill, Jr., of 
Brookline, and J. H. Brooks, of Milton. The com- 
pany has the right to build a standard or a narrow- 
gauge. It {is said that the work of surveying and 
building will be pushed. 
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JAY GOULD COMING EAST. 
WHAT UB HAS TO SAY ABOUT HIS RAILROAD 
SYSTEM. 


CuicaGo, March 10.—Jay Gould, Gen. Eck- 


ert, and party arrived here to-day from the South- 
west. They visited the offices of the Western 
Union and the American Union Telegraph Com- 
panies, and were present at the Board of Trade for 
ashort time. The party left here for New-York 
this afternoon. 

Toa Times representative Jay Gould said that 
the trip of inspection and investigation to 
Texas had been a pleasant jaunt; that he 
found that the Missouri Pacific system of 
railroad was being pushed toward the Mexican 
border with all possible dispatch, and that com- 
munication by rail would be perfected from 


Chicago to Laredo, on the Rio Grande, by 
Oct. 1, next. He gave the reporter to understand 
that the companies now building or preparing to 
build railroads in old Mexico to connect 
with the Americtn system at El Paso and 
Laredo were not hostile to the Gould system, 
but that the most important of these 
projects were in accord with his system. 
During his sojourn in Galveston, he said, 
he had made the proposition to the people 
of that city that if they would subscribe 
$100,000 he would duplicate the sum for 
the establishment of a daily line of 
steamers to ply between Galveston and Vera 
Cruz, to be operated in conjunction with the sys- 
tem of south-western railroads owned by him. The 
proposition was accepted, and the line will be 
established as soon as the steamers can 
be procured. Mr. Gould said his observations 
in the South-west fully justified the enthusiastic 
estimate of Gen. Grant respecting the trade 
advantages to result from the projection of the 
American railway system into old Mexico. ‘‘ Down 
there in Texas,” he said, “I found that 
merchants mostly buy their goods in Chicago, 
doing it right over the head of St. Louis, too. 
Their greatest need down there next after 
railroads is good hotels, and plenty of them, and 
when they get them it will be a charming 
Summer resort.”’ Mr. Gould said he had invested a 
large amount in the St. Louis barge line. Durin 
the interview Mr. Gould produced a telegram ad- 
vising him of the intended departure of Gen. 
Grant for that country on business connected with 
the construction of railroads.

RAILWAY WORK AND PLANS. 


THE READING'S ANNUAL MEETING—RIVAL 
LINES TO THE PACIFIC—CINCINNATI 
SOUTHERN’S STOCE. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 10.—Argument in the 
injunction proceedings against the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroad Company, for the purpose of 


regulating the form of the annual meeting to be 
held on Tuesday next, was resumed in the Court 
of Common Pleas, No. 2, before Judges Mitchell 
and Hare, this morning. Richard C. McMurtrie, of 
counsel for the company, opened the defense, tak- 
ing the ground that the meeting should be consid- 
ered a special one, at which no business can be 


transacted, unless a majority in value of the stock- 
holders shall be present. 

Sr. Louis, March 10.—A special to the Republican 
from Kansas City says: ‘‘Thomas Kimball, Assist- 
ant General Manager of the Union Pacific Railroad; 
E. R. Vining, General Freight Agent, and C. Steb- 
bins, General Ticket Agent, arrived here on Tues- 
day from Topeka, where they had been for the pur- 
pose of establishing a pool between the Union Pa- 
cific and Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Roads. 
Mr. Kimball says that, although nothing definite 
was reached between the Santa Fé and Union Pa- 
cific people, the through rates between Missouri 
River points and San Francisco will remain the 
same as now over both lines. There will be no 
fight between the rival lines. The new road will 
need some ballasting before heavy freight trains 
can be run, but the intention is to have the road 
opened for freight traffic by the Ist of April. Mr. 
Strong, General Manager of the Topeka and Santa 
Fé, will meet Mr. Towne and the Southern Pacific 
managers at Deming next week, when everything 
will be settled between these lines.”

CARD ABOUT THEM. 
AN OLD PHOTOGRAPH SHOWING WHERE THE 
HAND WAS FASTENED TO THE STATUB 
OF A PRIEST—WHAT GEN. DI CESNOLA 
AND MR. PRIME SAY. 


Mr. Gaston L, Feuardent has published a 
ecard relative to his controversy with Gen. Di Ces- 


nola, with which are given two views of a statue. 


of a priest belonging to the Cesnola collection, one 
of which views shows the right arm, hand, and at- 
tached patera entire, and described as follows: 
“Statute of a priest as it standsin the Museum in 
Central Park; artotype from a photograph now on 
sale at the Museum.” The other view shows the 
main part of the right forearm attached to 
the elbow, but with a small portion above the 


wrist, with the hand and patera, missing. It also 
shows 8 mortise-hole in the hip “into which the 
dowel was inserted that held the right hand and 
patera.”’ 
a priest as it stood in the Museum in Fourteenth- 
street; artotype from a photograph published by 
the Museum, but no longer on sale."" The card 
also presents the following excerpts and state- 
ment: 

and right hand were procured from a 
Piety = snather statue while the collection 
was in my gallery in London; but now the points of 
junction, which were quite apparent then, have been 
pompletely hidden.—Gaston Feuardent, inthe Art 
Amateur, August, 1880, 

To this I reply: The right hand has never been 
broken away from the statue, but is part of the solid 
stone. —L. #. Di Cesnola’s answer to G. L. Feuardent’s 
charaes, read before the committee Jan. 5, 1881. 

We find the right hand to be a solid, unbroken part 
of the statue against the side of which it is supported. 
* * * We have made this investigation thorough and 
exhaustive.—Report of the committee, Jan. 26, 1881: 
F. A. P. Barnard, Charles P. Daly, Rosweli D. Hitch- 
eock, J. Q. A. Wart, W, C. Prime. 

The Trustees of the Metropolitan Museum of Art say, 
in accepting the report of the investigating commit- 
tee, that they kuew from the beginning my charges 
were false. Iftanything less than tho discovery of the 
truth were my aim in this matter, might I not now, 
after what I have shown above, with reason, recrim- 
inate? The investigating committee have certainly 

ut their hands to one statement, at least, which it is 
Pnpossible should be true. They say they “have 
found” that to exist which is here proved to a 
demonstration does not, and never did. exist. The 
Trustees, by accepting their report without investiga- 
tion, make themselves @ pe to the statement. ut 
J will not concescend to the methods of these gentle- 
men. I leave this particular point to oy of 
the fair-minded public. GASTON L. FEUARDENT. 

MARCH 10, 1881, 

A reporter of Taz Truxs showed this card yester- 
day afternoon to Gen. Di Cesnola, and asked him 
what he had to say about it. Hereplied as follows: 
“This is the first time that I have seen this card. 
View No. 1, representing the statue as it now stands 
4 the Museum, is for all practical purposes correct. 

Jiew No. 2, representing it as it is alleged to have 
stood in Fourteenth-street, is entirely new to me, 
jt certainly does not represent the appearance of 
the statute when it was discovered by me. If the 
gtatue ever so appeared, it was before I returned to 
New-York, for it must be remembered that the 
statue was on exhibition there about three 

ears before my return. When discovered, 

he right hand and patera were attached to the 
body, but the forearm, from the elbow to the 
wrist, was broken off, and this part was found 
alongside of the body. That the right hand and 

atera were attached to the body at that time can 
os proved by other evidence besides my own, for it 
was seen at the time of its disinterment by Mr. 
Doell, of the St, Petersburg Museum, and after- 
ward described, with photograph accompaniment, 
in a book published by him on my discoveries 
in Cyprus. When this matter come up, 
wrote to Mr. Doell asking him to corrob- 
orate my statement, but I subsequently ascertained 
that he had been dead about three months. The 
statue was sent to London in the same condition as 
found, and when I afterward! went there I saw 
that Mr. Feuardent bad supplied the missing fore- 
arm by a piece of his own devising, and I said to 
pim: ‘Why did you do that? I have the original 

jece.’ If the hand and patera were broken off, the 

sreak must have occurred in the transmission to 
this City. When the statue was removed to Cen- 
tral Park, the forearm supplied by Mr. Feuardent 
was loose and hanging down, and all that I did was 
to remove it and substitute the original forearm. 
The piece supplied by Mr. Feuardent was round in 
front, whereas the original is flat. 

“The whole truth of this matter is that Mr. Feu- 
ardent is suffering from disappointment. First, he 
was disappointed in not getting possession of my 
collection, and in the second place, he was disap- 

ointed in not being made Director of the museum. 
The first cause of his animus lies far back in the 
past. You know my collection was originally pur- 
chased by the Emperor Napoleon IIL, to whom I 
ngreed to sell it for the cost of collection. But 
just when I had all the objects packed up and was 
about to ship them to France on a French 
man-of-war, a telegram came, saying: ‘Sedan. 
‘The Emperor a prisoner.’ Then tne London house 
of Rollin & Feuardent offered to advance me 
$11,000 to move the coliection to London on the 
chance of selling it to the British Museum. By the 
terms of the loan, if the money was not repaid be- 
fore the end of 11 months, the collection was to 
become the property of Feuardent. Although I 
was United States Consul at Cyprus, my name 
did not have an American sound, and Feuar- 
dent no doubt said to himself: ‘This man 
fs probably a Greek, and, if a _ Greek, 
a fool, and therefore there is a chance to make 
some money out of him.’ When I went to London 
I found that he had rot made any real effort to 
sell the collection to the British Museum. All of 
the objects remained packed as I had sent them, 
except a few of the principal statues, that depicted 
in the card among them. In ,LondonI happened 
to meet William A. Blodgett, Cyrus W. Field, and 
others, and to them I explained tne nature of the 
case. Mr. Blodgett asked me what sum would buy 
the collection. I answered, the cost of making 
jt, which was about $45,000 to $50,000. He said 
*Will you take $50,000 for it?’ I replied, ‘ Yes.’ 
Then he telegraphed to Mr. Johnston in New-York 
that the collection could be bought for $50,000, and 
the latter answered, ‘Buy it.”. When I went to Mr. 
Fenardent and told him to make out his bill he was 
mazed, and said it was impossible that I could 
have sold the collection. His bill was for $14,000. 
One item was £163 for cartage. When I showed 
the bill to Mr. Morgan, the American banker in 
London, he said this item was preposterous, 
but I said, ‘Never mind: pay it.’ Then 
there was another item of £200 for taking care 
of the collection, about which nothing at 
all was said in the original agreement. Neverthe- 
jess, Ipaidit. When Mr. Feuardent saw that the 


New-York Museum had published these objects, he. 


paid to himself, ‘The American people are fools; 
they will buy anything,’ and forthwith moved over 
to New-York. But thisis not all. When I came to 
examine the collection here in New-York I found 
that many articles were missing. In a recent num- 
iber of the Gazette Archiologique there is a descrip- 
tion and cut of that vase, (pointing to a cut 
in his own book, page 40, figure 12,) whieh, 
you will observe, was described and photo- 
raphed by Mr. Murray in London, so that 
t must have been seen there by him while 
the collection was in Feuardent’s possession. Now 
the Gazette Archiologique says that this vase is now 
In the possession of a gentleman in Paris, and was 
obtained by him from Rollins & Feuardent as a 
part ot the Cesnola collection of Cypriote anti- 
quities. How did that vase pass into that gentle- 
man’s hands? I certainly never sold itto Feuardent. 
Now, Sir, Mr. Feuardent may deluge this country 
with these cards, but they won’t do him any good.”’ 
Mr. William C. Prime, a member of the commit- 
tee which investigated the charges of Mr. Feuar- 
dent against Gen. Di Cesnola, said last night: ‘I 
have no recollection of any photograph of the 
kind here reproduced being sold at the museum in 
Fourteenth-street. Photographs of various ob- 
jects in the collection were sold there, and copies 
of all of them have been preserved in the museum. 
These photographs were made at the instance of 
Mr. Robert Hoe, Jr., and myself,and at our own 
expense. I have no recollection of this particular 
photograph, but, of course, it is possible for me to 
have forgotten it. However, Iam certainthat I never 
saw the statue in that condition, and it could not 
have been so without yf remembering it.”’ * Then 
this card was prepared by Mr. Fenardent with in- 
tent to deceive” suggested the reporter. “ Yes, 
evidently with intent to deceive. Now that quota- 
tation from his own charges is, to say the least, 
disingenuous. He quotes: ‘The right arm and 
right hand were procured,’&c. When he appeared 
before the committee he acknowledged that this 
was a mistake, and particularly requested to be 
allowed to amend the charge by _ inserting: 
the words ‘part of’ before ‘the right 
Hand.’ Mr. Feuardent:is malignant. When exam- 
ined by the committee he admitted that most of 
his charges were based on a study of the illustra- 
tions of the Cypriote collections published by 
Doell. For example, he charges that in the case 
of one statue the neck was broken close off at the 
body, and that, as he expressed it, an opening was 
rut into the upper chest for the insertion of the 
neck, and that by so doing a certain hard line was 
produced. He admitted before the committee 
that he had not examined the statue itself, but had 
been guided entireiy by the Doell illustration. As 
@ matter of fact, the neck was not broken off close 
to the trunk, but about three-fourths of an inch 
above. and for some reason, bad light in the photo- 
yraph or other cause, the Doell illustration does not 
show the remaining stump at first sight, although 
jt can be seen indistinctly when looked at 
after an examination of the statue. Now, 
when a man bases his charges on litho- 
graphs wade in St. Petersburg from pho- 
tographs taken in the Island of Cyprus, when 
he could easily have examined the statues them- 
pelves in this City, you can see how careful he is as 
to the truth of his statements.” Mr. Prime then 
produced Doell’s work, the full title o” which is 
“Memoirs de le Academie des Sciences, de St. 
Petersbourg, Vile. Tome XIX., No. 4Die Sammlung

MR. PHELPS IN A VERY BAD WAY. 


—_>—— 
ACCUSED OF INSULTING LADIES, HE REFERS 
TO HIS TAILOR FOR A CHARACTER, 

Just previous to the closing of the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday afternoon, Patrol- 
man Homans, of the Broadway squad, came into 
court with a man who gave his name as George D. 
Phelps and his residence as No. 54 West Twenty- 
third-street. He had been arrested on acharge of 
insulting two ladies in astage on Broadway. He 
was dressed in a close-fitting suit of Scotch plaid, 
in which large yellow and black blocks predomi- 
nated. The coat was short and the trousers were 


almost skin-tight. He wore a long plaid ulster of 
more sober colors than the suit, a brown derby hat. 
which was covered with mud and had a forlorn and 
crushed appearance. Anambersatin scarf encircled 
his neck, and in it was a gold horseshoe scarf-pin 
studded with diamonds. On hissharp nose he wore 
eye-glasses. His left cheek was cut and bruised, 
and his shirt-collar and scarf were blood-stained. 
His clothes were muddy and streaked with blood. 
He appeared to have been-drinking, and was ex- 
citable and nervous. 
When questioned he said he was 40 years of age, 
a native of this City, and that he had no business. 
Further than that he refused to give any account 
of himself. The complainant against him was Mr. 
Harry Herrman, of No. 496 Broadway, who made 
an affidavit that Phelps, while riding in a stage on 
Broadway, insulted a lady who was also a passen- 
ger. He used vile and indecent language toward 
her, and assaulted her. When the accused was ar- 
raigned Justice Flammer read the affidavit to him 
rin gp asked him what he had to say, to which the 
prisoner answered excitedly: “It’s a lie. Inéver 
spoke to the woman or even touched her.”’ Justice 
Flammer then asked Mr. Herrman to give the de- 
tails of the affair. He said he got into a Fifth-ave- 
nue stage on Broadway, at  Franklin-strect. 
Phelps was in the stage, seated opposite 
two ladies, who had evidently been shopping, 
as they carried several small bundles. A gentle- 
man in the stage called his attention to the actions 
of Phelps, who was leering and making faces at the 
the ladies, endeavoring to attract their attention. 
The ladies endeavored to avoid his glances, but he 
was so persistent that one of them changed her 
seat and appealed to the gentlemen present for 
vrotection. The gentleman who had first called 
r. Herrman’s attention to the singular conduct of 
Phelps then interfered in behalf of the ladies and 
told Phelps todesist. The latter thereupon became 
very violent, applied vile and opprobious epithets 
tp tae ladies, and seized one of them rudely by the 
shoulder and tore her dress. The ladies screamed, 
and the gentleman who had interfered in their be- 


half took Phelps by the throat, threw him on the 


fioor of the stage. and administered to him what 
Mr. Herrman characterized as a richly merited pun- 
ishment. During the scuffle two of the windows 
of the stage were broken. The stage being 
stopped, the ladies got out and hurried away. A 
crowd collected, and Patrolman Homans coming 
up Mr. Herrman called upon him to arrest Pheips, 
which he did. The man who had punished Phelps 
left before the arrival of the policeman. After Mr. 
Herrman had made his statement, Justice Flam- 
mer again asked seers what he had to say in an- 
swer tothe charge. Phelps answered, ‘* Nothing.” 
Justice Flammer saidto him: ‘ You must have 


-been either drunk or crazy. Now, which was it?’ 


Phelps—Just as you please. : 

Justice Flammer—Why did you annoy the ladies? 

Phelps—I didn’t annoy them. They looked at 
me first, and I returned the look. I knew thechar- 
acter of the women perfectly. I may have looked 
at them rather strongly, Tadmit. : 

Justice Flammer—Have you been drinking to- 
day? 

Phelps—Yes; you might ask any man that and 
he would answer the same way. 

Justice Flammer—But I mean drinking to excess. 

Phelps—Well, that’s rather a question each man 
is called upon to decide for himself. 

Justice Flammer—Sometimes others have to de- 
cide that for him. ; 

Phelps—Well, you'll have to look up the authori- 
ties and define that point. 

Justice Flammer—I think, under the circum- 
stances, I will commit you for examination until 
to-morrow morning. 

Pheips—Isn't this a question of bail ? 

Justice Flammer—No, you're not sober yet. I 
shall hold you until you get sober, and then see if 
you can explain your conduct. Have you any- 

ody you can refer to as to your character ? 

Phelps—I refer you to my tailors, Messrs. Bond 
& O'Neil, Send for Mr. O'Neil. 

Justice Flammer—That’s no reference. A man 
may wear good clothes and still not bea gentle- 
map. You must have heen deranged or intoxi- 
cated. Now, which was it? 

Phelps (emphatically)—Neither. 

Justice Flammer—Well. I will fine you $10, and 
require you to give $500 bail for your future good 
behavior. 

In default of bail Mr. Phelps was locked up in 
the Jefferson Market Prison. It was stated in court 
that the accused was in good circumstances and 
extremely well connected. It was evident that he 


‘had been drinking to excess, although the rough 


treatment to which he had been subjected had so- 
bered him in a great measure before he was 
brought to court. 
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AN OLD POLICE ORDER.

A SYSTEM OF ESPIONAGE AT THE BROOKLYN 
FERRIES. 
When the Brooklyn Police Department was 


organized, in 1871, there was incorporated in the 
rules an old rule of the Metropolitan Police De- 


_partment, requiring officers stationed at the fer- 


ries to examine all vehicles crossing at night 
that might reasonably oxcite suspicion. This 


rule has been carried out especially when 
alarms of robbery have been _ telegraphed 
either from the Central Office or from 
any of the station-houses. The interpretation 
put upon the rule, however, by the present head of 
the Police Department seems to require a provok- 
ing system of espionage, which has excited some 
sharp criticism. On Sunday night last Inspector 
Waddy, accompanied by a detective, drove over all 
the ferries in turn in a carriage which had the 
blinds drawn. None of the officers stationed at 
the ferries opened the door of the Inspector's car- 
riage to ascertain whom or what it contained, and, 
in consequence, a charge of neglect of 
duty was brought against each of them. 
In the absence of Police Commissioner James 
Jourdan, who has been out of town for some time, 
the charges were tried before Chief Clerk Richards, 
who. after hearing the testimony, reserved his de- 
cision. It appears from the fact that charges are 
made against the ofiicers because they did not ex- 
amine Inspector Waddy’s carriage, that in future 
the men stationed at the ferries will be re- 
uired to examine—opening the door where 
the blinds are drawn—all carriages or other 
vehicles crossing the ferries at unseemly hours, 
whether or not an alarm has been sent out to look 
for criminals or stolen goods likely to be concealed 
in carriages crossing to or from Brooklyn. The 


‘possibilities of annoyance at the hands of over- 


ofticious policemen in constant dread of a “ decoy”’ 
carriage containing a Police official has rendered 
the proposed system of espionage disagreeable to 
a@ great many citizens.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 
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DEALINGS IN COTTON. 
THE MOVEMENT TO EXTEND THE INFLU- 
ENCH OF THE NEW-YORK EXCHANGE, 

The members of the Cotton Exchange had 
an exciting discussion yesterday afternoon over 
the proposed amendments to the by-laws extend- 
ing the privileges of membership to all residents 
of the United States over 21 years of age and of 
good character, and establishing a uniform schedule 
of commissions. Mr. E. A. Woodward, while 
favoring the part relating to commissions, strong- 
ly opposed the clause throwing open the privileges 
of the Exchange to everybody who might choose 


to avail themselves of them. The speaker wanted 
to have a man where he could reach him, particu- 
larly if the market was going against him. [Laugh- 
ter.) With their yg, eae the present mem- 
bers should have been rich long ago. That they 
were not so was owing to the fact that they 
had admitted men who either knew nothing 
whatever of the risks of business, or who 
considered a five-dollar note sufficient compensa- 
tion for a day’s work. The endeavor of the Ex- 
change should be to retain, in as large a degree as 
possible, a monopoly of the business of dealing in 
cotton, and to do this it was necessary to elevate 
the standard of membership. Mr. Henry Hentz 
said that the Exchange has a powerful competitor 
in the New-Orleans Exchange, whose sales up to 
the second call on Monday aggregated 60,000 bales. 
He warned the members that if they should pass 
the amendments establishing commissions in their 
resent form they would drive to New-Orleans a 
arge amount of business now being done through 
agents in Southern cities. To cover this he offered 
an amendment allowing members to have one 
agent in each town outside of New-York, to whom 
might be paid 10 per cent. of commissions 
of not less than 25 per cent., such agents 
to be registered in the Exchange, and 
permitting a member to employ another member 
on salary to transact his business on condition 
that the latter should be debarred from Going busi- 
ness for any one else during employment. Mr. D. 
G. Watts opposed Mr. Hentz’s amendment. He 
said that New-York is the only possibie place in 
this oouuly where large transactions in cotton for 
future delivery can take place. [Appiause.] 
Heretofore the New-York Exchange has been run 
as alocal exchange, The amendments would lift 
it to the position of a national exchange. If 
special rates were given to agents others would 
demand special rates also. The only just and fair 
thing was to make one general Jaw and let ever 
man adjust his business in accordance. [Applause. 
The speaker believed that the amendments would 
enormously increase the business of the Exchange 
by turning into it streams of speculation from the 
offices of members in other cities which it had 
never enjoyed before. [Applause.] There was no 
question that the amendments, if passed, could be 
enforced. 

Mr. W. T. Miller also spoke in favor of the amend- 
ments. He was opposed to making the a 
a close corporation. It would be safer to trade in 
the Exchange with 1,000 members than it would 
with 500, the capital being the same in both in- 
stances. ee. As for New-Orleans, the 
speaker would say to her ‘‘Come on!” [Great ap- 
plause.] He would say to any other place **Come 
on!” It was absurd to suppose that any place 
could compete with New-York, which had the 
power to become the cotton centre of the world. 
{Applause.] Mr. M. B. Fielding said that, according 
to his experience, the members would be better off 
to-day if they had never employed outside agents, 
[Applause.] The effect of employing them was to 
create a competition among themselves, which re- 
duced the value of the brokers’ services materially. 
The speaker did not believe that competition from 
New-Orleans could affect New-York; but as things 
stood any man not a member of the Exchange was 
better off than a member, because he could stand 
outside the railing and trade to better advantage 
than the latter. [‘*That’s so,’’ and applause.] Mr. 
Hentz’s amendment was overwhelmingly defeated, 
and a ballot was ordered on the original amend- 
ments, to take place on the 15th inst.

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A GANG OF THIEVES FRUSTRATED, 
THE CLEVER WORK OF AN AMATEUR DE-

Joseph Cottrel, Jr., son of Detective Cottrel, 
of the Twenty-second Precinct, who is employed 
aga conductor onthe Metropolitan Elevated Rail- 
road, while on his way home at an early hour yes- 
terday morning, saw three men loitering in the 
neighborhood of Fiftieth-street and Kighth-avenue.

They all broke 
away, however, and Cottrel directed his attention 
to the man who had broken the glass. He ran rap- 
idly down Eighth-avenue to Forty-ninth-street, and 
thence to Ninth-avenue, where he was overtaken 
by his pursuer. A desperate hand-to-hand en- 
counter there took place between the men for a 
revolver which the thief had drawn, and the strug- 
gle would have probably ended disastrously to the 
young detective but for the timely arrival of assist- 
ance in the person of James Jackson, who, with 
Cottrel, succeeded in lodging the man in the sta- 
tion-house, where he gave his name as Charles Mc- 
Laughlin, of Tenth-avenue and Forty-first-street, 
but he is known to the Police under the name of 
Woods. He was arraigned before Justice Kiibreth, 
in the Yorkville Police Court yesterday, and, in de- 
fault of $3,000 bail, held for trial.

PLEADING GUILTY BY PROXY. 

When the case-of John F. McCabe, an ex- 
tensive milk-dealer, who formerly did business at 
No. 622 West Fifty-second-street, and against 
whom three indictments for selling adulterated 
milk had been found, was called in the General 
Sessions Court, yesterday, the novel proceeding of 
pleading guilty by proxy was witnessed. Col. 
Charles §. Spencer, who appeared on behalf of 
McCabe, stated that the accused miikman was a 


fugitive and a bankrupt, and was now thousands 
of miles away. Before bis departure, however, 
McCabe had given him a power of attorney author- 
izing him on his behalf to plead to the indictments, 
Counsel, therefore, on behalf of his client, pleaded 
guilty to the three indictments and asked for a 
delay of a few days in which to prepare affidavits 
in mitigation of punishment. Counsel for the 
Board of Health opposed any further delay in 
passing sentence. MoCabe, he said, had been a 


persistent offender, and deserved peor punish- 
ment. “ Itis only a question of what amount of 
fine shall be imposed upon McCabe,” said Col. 
Spencer, *‘ and in what.manner it shall be paid, as 
the man is now md the jurisdiction of this 
court.” It having been shown that the District 
Attorney had stipulated to allow counsel sufficient 
time after entering the plea of guilty to draw up 
affidavits, Judge Gildersleeve allowed the matter 
to go over until Monday next. 
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THE HOME FOR CONVALESCENTS. 
ITS FIRST YEAR OF WORK, ITS NEEDS, AND 
THE GOOD WORK IT DOES. 

In the Summer of 1879 two benevolent ladies 
in this City, impressed with the necessity of open- 
ing places of refuge for poor patients after leaving 
the hospital, undertook the organization of a 
scheme, then comparatively novel—the provision 
of such houses of refuge for convalescent women. 
It isa familiar fact that the exigencies of the period 
of convalescence—during which the danger of re- 
lapse is great, and the need of a diet calculated to 
build up the system is imperative—are things alto- 
gether forgotten in, our hospital practice, par- 
ticularly as regards pauper patients, who are sent 
forth to make room for more the moment active 


medical treatment ceases, and while restoration to 
robust health is stillas problematical as ever. This 
defect the two philanthropic women sought to rem- 
edy by opening a home for convalescents in some 
eligibie quarter of the City, trusting that the move- 
ment would commend itself to the public, not only 
asa benevolent enterprise, but as an economical 
one. The project was accordingly Jaid before the 
Rev. Dr. Crosby, the Rev. Dr. William M. Taylor, 
the Rev. Dr. Ormiston, the Rev. Dr. Stephen H. 
Tyne, Jr., the Rev. R. S. MacArthur, and other 
pont clergymen, who heartily indorsed it. 
zeading physicians also—among them Drs. Fordyce 
Barker, Loomis, Sayre, Agnew, Van Buren, D. B. 
St. John Roosa, and Jacobi—recommended the 
scheme as eminently practical, and one that ought 
to have been carried into execution long since. 
Under such auspices, the New-York Home for 
Convalescents, No. 488 East One Hunired and 
Kighteenth-street, whose first anniversary was ob- 
served yesterday, was opened for the reception of 
patients in the Spring of 1880. The parlors were 
thronged with ladies of high social posi- 
tion, and residents of the most  fashiona- 
ble quarter of the City; indeea, Harlem, 
as a district, was feebly represented. The 
report of the Secretary showed that the in- 
stitution, which began with five beds, has now ac- 
commodations for 18 or 20 patients. Since last 
June 47 convalescent women have been sheltered 
and fed within its walls, the average period of 
their residence having been 40 days. Thirty of 
these inmates were married women, and a large 
abe rebe g of American nativity. The addresses 
ncident to the occasion were delivered by the Rev. 
Dr. Crosby, the Rev. Dr. Tay!or, the Rev. Dr. G. H. 
Mandeville, and the Rev. Dr. Mason. The Rev. 
D. D. Ray presided. In his address Dr. Crosby 
alluded to the value of the scheme not 
only to the poor people who are_ benefited, 
but tothe spiritual growth of the ladies who ad- 
ministered it. The Rev. Dr. Taylor spoke in a simi- 
lar strain, recommending the home to the substan- 
tial consideration of persons disposed to subscribe 
to such enterprises, r, Mandeville called the at- 
tention of the benevclent to the fact that the insti- 
tution would stand in sore need of $500 in May 
next, in order to meet a payment then due on the 
premises occupied byit. The house is owned by 
the association, having been acquired at a price of 
$5,500, of which the sum of $1,500 was paid down, 
and the remaining $4,000 was to be paid in install- 
ments. Dr. Mandeville was sure that the public 
had only to be notified of this necessity, and the 
money would be forthcoming in time. The ladies 
of the association proposed to open another home 
as soon as arrangements forthat purpose can be 


made. 
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HIGHTING THE ELEVATED ROAD. 
DR. CARO OBTAINS A DECISION OF THE 6U- 
PERIOR COURT IN HIS FAVOR. 

Soon after the Metropolitan Elevated Rail- 
way Company began to operate its roadway in 
West Fifty-third-street, Dr. Salvatore Caro, who 
owns and occupies a house in that street, began, in 
the Superior Court, a suit to restrain the railway 
company from continuing to run its trains there. 
Dr. Caro asserted that noxious gases, smoke, &c., 
emitted from the smoke-stacks of locomotives 
entered his house, and that these, together with 
rumbling and roaring sounds caused by the moye- 
ment of trains, disturbed him in the use and enjoy- 


ment of his building. He claimed that he was 
entitled to freedom from such interference and dis- 
turbance, and he therefore asked for an injunction, 
and for damages on account of the disturbance to 
which he had been subjected. The railroad com- 
pany interposed a demurrer to the complaint, 
and the suit was tried before a Referee, who 
gave judgment for the defendant corporation. 
The Referee’s report was confirmed at Special 
Term, and then Dr. Caro appealed to the Superior 
Court, General Term, where the case was argued 
for him by Gen. B. F. Butler and Gen, Roger A. 
Pryor. Ex-Judge John K. Porter and Mr. Grosvenor 
P. Lowery appeared for the railroad company. The 
General Term reversed the judgment of dismissal, 
and held that the railroad. company was liable for 
any injury it might have inflicted upon the plain- 
tiff through the emission of noxious gases, smoke, 
cinders, &c., from its locomotives. Chief-Justice 
Curtis wrote the opinion of the court, and Judge 
Speir wrote a concurring opinion. 

The railroad company then claimed the right to 
put in an answer and have the case tried upon its 
full merits. Gen. Pryor objected to this, and pre- 
sented to the court an orderfor absolute judg- 
ment, asserting that, at the request of the opposing 
counsel, he changed his — so that they 
might demur to it, upon the understanding that the 
case should be taken to the Court of Appeals upon 
the questions of law raised by the demurrer. The 
contention Lecween the lawyers over the settlement 
of the order of the General Term has only just 
closed, although the decision of the court was 
rendered a yearago. Its result was favorable to 
Gen. Pryor, and the order for an absolute judgment 
has been approved by the court and filed. The 
case will now go to the Court of Appeals for the 
final determination of the legal questions involved. 
Gen. Pryor has stipulated not to interfere with the 
operation of the defendant's road by obtaining the 
injunction in the meantime. 

DEATH OF COMMISSARY RADER. 
SKETCH OF ONE OF THE OLDEST MEMBERS 
OF THE SEVENTH REGIMENT. 

Commissary Louis B. Rader, one of the old- 
est members of the Seventh Regiment, died at his 
residence, No. 304 West TFifty-eighth-street, at 
12:20 o’clock yesterday morning. Although he had 
been a sufferer from diabetes for the past two years, 
he had been able to attend to his customary voca- 
tions up to Tuesday night, when he went to 


bed complaining of ill-health. Early the next 
morning Dr. Magee was summoned, and he was 
subsequently joined by Dr. Simpson. Neither phy- 
sician saw cause for alarm in Lieut. Rader’s condi- 
tion, and their assurance re the apprehen- 
sions of his family. A serious change in the pa- 
tient’s condition occurred about 4 o’cloek, how- 
ever, and he gradually sank until his death. Lieut. 
Rader was-born in Linden, Batavia, Aug. 24, 1836. 
His father, who has been an extensive tobacco 
merchant in this City for many years, removed to 
this City when the Lieutenant was 2 years old. 
The latter attended school in a preparatory school 
of Columbia College, but study did not agree with 
his tastes. He entered the business house of his 
father at an early age, and has since maintained 
connection with the house. He enlisted as a pri- 
vate in Company C, “the Third Company” of the 
Seventh Regiment, then under command of Capt. 
James Price. Nov. 22, 1854. He was gradually pro- 
moted Corporal and Sergeant of his company, andin 
1867 was appointed Commissary Sergeant on the 
non-commissioned staff by Col. Emmons Clark. 
He porformed the duties of this position until Oct. 
27, 1877, when, on the resignation of Commissary 
Houghton, Sergt. Roder was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. He accompanied the regiment on 
its campaigns to the war and upon all of 
its peaceful expeditions in later times. He 
belonged to no clubs or associations, but passed 
his leisure ti. in the armory of the Sey- 
enth Regiment. It was generally remarked when 
information was desired concerning the regiment 
or any of its members that it could always be ac- 
curately obtained of ‘* Lou. Rader.’’ While the reg- 
imental fair was in progress last year, the anniver- 
Sary of the enlistment of Commissary Rader oc- 
curred, and his comrades commemorated the event 
by presenting him a handsome piece of plate. He 
leaves a widow and three children. His funeral will 
take place from the Central Presbyterian Church on 
Sunday afternoon, and the interment will take place 
in Grecn-Wood Cemetery. Col. Clark has issued 
orders directing his command to attend the funeral 
in citizen’s dress, and appointing the following 
members of the regiment as pall-bearers: Adjt. C. 
Graham Bacon and Quartermaster Robert M. 
Weed, of the regimental staff: Lieuts. John M. 
Amory and H. B. Carrington, of Company C, and 
Sergt.-Major Covell and Commissary-Sergt. Clark, 
of the non-commissioned staff.
